: Although ‘the executive di- 
rector was given full use of 
an automobile bought by the 
Authority and a full year’s car 
allowance of $1000, the Au- 
thority continued to pay for 
gasoline, maintenance and re- 
pairs to the machine. In addi- 
tion, tickets for automobile 
expenses from service stations 
contained charges for candy 
and cigarettes. 

From July 1954 through 
April 1955 the executive di- 
rector received checks payable 
to himself personally as re- 
imbursement for entertain- 
ment expenses aggregating 
$858, substantiated only by 
illegibly written memoranda. 

Two checks for $550 each 
and one for $300 for travel 
expenses were found but no 
itemization or bills were at- 
tached to the vouchers. “The 
Housing Authority officers 
making these trips were ac- 
companied by their spouses 
whose expenses also were paid 
by the Howsing Authority.” 

In one instance a painting 
contract was let for $44,000 to 
one contractor without adver- 
tising for bids. (Members said 
five or six other contractors 
were consulted before the 
letting.) 

While employes manage 
sums of $500,000 annually, 
they are covered by a blanket 
bond of only $25,000.

CENTURIES-OLD FORTUNE 
REPORTED FOUND IN IRAN 


Gold and Jewels Said to Be 
Worth Several Times Amount 
of Nation’s Budget. 

TEHRAN, Iran, April 30 (UP) 
—A fortune in gold and jewels 
buried for centuries has been 
discovered at a village near Ker- 
man, press reports said today. 

The reports said several jugs 
filled with “gold coins, gold dust 
and jewelry” had been uncovy- 
ered. The value of the treasure, 
believed to have been buried 
for 13 centuries, was estimated 
at several times that of Iran’s 
national budget. 

The government, which claims 
all such treasures, has dis- 
patched officials to the village 
to investigate the find.

They are Fred Shafferkoetter, 
who is in the insurance business 
here arid Mrs. Edwin Hardesty 
and Mrs. Michael Murphy, Cuba 
housewives. 

Shafferkoetter said the build- 
ing’s old furnace creates a fire 
hazard by spitting sparks into 
the “gas-filled” atmosphere of 
the basement. He pointed out 
that the basement was piled high 
with a great mass of inflamma- 
ble materials. 


He ‘added that a few féet over- 
head sit scores of children, with 
only the splintered timbers of 
the old floors separating them 
from the combustible litter in 
the basement?’ 


There are no fire escapes, 
Shafferkoetter said, and 94 chil- 
dren crowd into the second-floor 
study hall, which has only one 
means of getting out—a small 
stairway. 


The school board and parents 
in the district are split on the 
question of whether a bond is- 
sue is in order to provide mon- 
ey for school improvements. 


Threat to Remove Children. 


Members of one faction, in- 
cluding the P.-T. A. committee, 
are demanding immediate action, 
and some parents in this group 
are threatening to take their 
children out of school until 
something is done about the 
building, although they realize 
they could face prosecution un- 
der the state’s compulsory school 
attendance law. They also con- 
tend other school buildings in 
the district need improvements. 


Leaders of the other group 
said that present economic con- 
ditions, especially in the rural 
areas are such that no money 
for néw buildings is available. 
They also object to a centralized 
school in Cuba for all elementary 
students—wnich has been pro- 
posed unofficially—on the ground 
that their small children would 
have to ride long distances on 
busses. 


Others in the rural areas have | 


said that a centralized elemen- 
tary school in Cuba would de- 
prive country communities of a 
place to hold social and busi- 
ness gatherings, whereas new 
schools in rural areas also could 
serve as community centers. 


Cecil Markley, contractor and 
a member of the Cuba Board of 
Aldermen, said he had refused 
to send his employes into the 
school building to make struc- 
tural repairs because he felt 
their lives might be endangered. 

The building is in such a pre- 
carious state of repair that “if 
it were jacked up and leveled a 
bit, tension might be relieved 
here and there, and I think it 
possible the whole building 
would fall.” 

Wiring Alone Is Hazard. 

“Wiring in the building is im- 
properly installed, and circuits 
are overloaded,” Horace A. 
Stewart, superintendent of utili- 
ties and wiring inspector for 
Cuba, — “The wiring alone 
is a definite fire hazard, and it’s 
a wonder we haven't had an ex- 
plosion from the gases in the 
boiler room.” 

Frank Suttmueller, in the re- 
frigeration and motor repair 
business, said he had repaired 
equipment in the school’s fur- 
nace room and had found safety 
—— on the boiler not work- 
ng. 
“There is a distinct chance of 
an explosion, not only because 
of failure of safety devices but 
also from ignition of the gases 
which accumulate from the 
burning coke in the basement,” 
he said. 

His wife said that sometimes 
the boiler goes out of order and 
the children sit with their coats 
on most of the day. 

Mrs. Marvin Libhart, a mem- 
ber of the school board who 
lives in a rural area, said: “We

THREE BURNED 


IN BLAZE FROM 
GASOLINE BLAST 


Two in Serious Condi- 


tion — Affton Filling 
Station Gutted—Dam- 
age Set at $50,000. 


Three men were burned, two 
seriously, in a fire that followed 
a gasoline explosion yesterday at 
Gravois Oil Co., a filling station 
at 9008 Gravois road, Affton. 

Affton Fire Chief Tom Wiss- 
baum placed damage to the con- 
tents of the building, auto ac- 
cessories and oil, at $35,000 and 
to the one-story concrete-block 
structure itself at $15,000.

Most severely burned was Jul- 
ius E. Schmaltz, co-owner of the 
filling station, of 9007 Mathilda 
avenue, who suffered burns of 
the hands, face, neck,.arms and 
legs. He was treated at St. 
Louis County Hospital, where 
his condition was described as 
serious. 

Henry Rebeck, 2245 Indiana 
avenue, suffered burns of the 
face, neck, arms and hands. He 
was treated at County Hospital 
and transferred to City Hospital. 

Herman Schmaltz, 9017. Ma- 
thilda, Julius’s brother and co- 
owner of the station, suffered 
body burns but he was released 
after treatment at County Hos-

Lehman to Head Investi- 
gative Group — Staff 
Says Collapse Still Is 
Possible. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (UP) 
— Senate investigators of the 
stock market boom will hold 
hearings on the use of proxies in 
about three weeks, a Senate 
Banking Committee spokesman 
disclosed today. 

Committee staff director 
Robert A. Wallace told a reporter 
that proxies will be the first 
particular phase of the stock 
market to be investigated when 
the committee resumes its in- 
quiry into the rapid rise in 
securities’ prices in the past 19 
months. 

The hearings on proxies will 
be conducted by a securities 
subcommittee headed by Sena- 
tor Herbert H. Lehman (Dem.), 
New York. Hearings on other 


phases of the market, such as 
cheap uranium stocks, will be 
held later, probably a special 
subcommittee headed Senator 
J. William Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas. 


Fulbright Headed Inquiry. 


Fulbright is chairman of the 
full Senate Banking Committee 
and headed its three weeks of 
general investigation into the 
stock market boom last March. 

Some Republicans and finan- 
cial experts blamed those hear- 
ings for a 10-billion-dollar slump 
in the market. The losses have 
since been more than recovered. 

Disclosure of the proxy hear- 
ings coincided with publication 
of a committee staff report warn- 
ing that, despite built-in eco- 
nomic stabilizers, a stock market 
collapse still could throw the 
nation into a business depres- 
sion, 

The report warned particularly 

~ tive excesses.” 

“A sharply rising market tends 
to feed upon itself as more and 
more people are attracted to 
common stocks by the lure of 
capital gains and increasingly 
lose perspective as to the eco- 
nomic realities,” the report said. 


Effect of Excesses. 


“Speculative excesses can push 
prices up to unsustainable levels 
with sharp reversals that can 
shake business confidence — es- 
pecially if such reversals take 
place at a time when weak- 
nesses begin to appear on the 
horizon of the business settor 
of the economy.” 


Speculative trends in the mar- | 


ket must be watched closely, 
the report added, lest they cause 
a business decline to snowball 
into a severe depression. 

Since the report was prepared, 
10 weeks ago, the Federal Re- 
serve Board has increased stock 
market margin requirements 
from 60 to 70 per cent to dis- 
courage speculation. This means 
that a buyer of stocks must put 
up at least 70 per cent of the 
cost in cash.

Suppose an unbeliever challenged 
you to tlo so. 

Being a sincere Christian, you 
might reply: “I just know it is.”

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Period of Unparalleled Dip- 
lomatic Activity Just 
Ahead but There Are No 
Illusions as to the Motives 
of Moscow.

WASHINGTON, April 30. 


; HE vista just ahead is one of al- 
most unparalleled diplomatic ac- 
tivity that could lead to settle- 

ment of the major issues behind the 

cold war; but since so often the hope 
on the horizon has proved to be mere- 
ly a' mirage, the Americans who must 
now participate in this diplomatic 
free-for-all are still extremely cautious. 

Moreover some last-minute road- 
blocks could bring the parade to an 
abrupt halt. | 

Certainly no one concerned with the 
negotiations presently going on and 
just ahead has any illusions as to the 
motive of Moscow. The Moscow ob- 
jective is ‘to frustrate the western 
allies by preventing West Germany 
from participating in a national army 
in the coalition formed under the 

Western European agreements. 


Changes in Six Weeks. 


It nevertheless is true that the whole 
picture has greatly altered in the past six 
weeks. Two months ago most diplomats 
in Moscow were still reporting that once 
the Western Eurdpean accords were signed, 
any further negotiation with the Soviet 
Union would be impossible. 

Yet it has been since those accords were 
ratified, with only a few remaining formal 
steps still to be taken, that Moscow has 
Negotiated a peace treaty with Austria 
which the Austrians are eager Yor the 
three western occupying powers—Britain, 
the United States and France—to approve. 
Ih Paris, the North Atlantic Treaty powers 
are expected, short of a last-minute hitch, 
to welcome West Germany into the club; 
and, by the time this step has been taken, 
at a formal meeting of the NATO Council 
beginning on May 9, the Austrian treaty 
negotiated by the Russians may be ready 
for signing by all the powers. 

In that event, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles will fly directly to Vienna 
from the NATO meeting in Paris. 

During this time presumably the pros- 
pects of a big-power conference on Europe, 
and in particular on Germany, will be 
canvassed. Likewise the outlook for peace 
in the Far East, with emphasis on For- 
mosa, will be explored in continuing dip- 
lomatic talks. The impression is of a log 
jam breaking up in a sudden spring thaw. 

Undoubtedly that is the impression 
which the Communist masters have chosen 
to spread abroad as the foreign policy 
levers are reversed from‘threats to prom- 
ises. > 


Communist Grand Strategy. 

The grand strategy of the Communists, 
as it is analyzed here, is to play for the 
neutralization of West Germany and sub- 
sequently a neutral unified Germany. The 
ultimate hope is for a belt of neutral 
states extending from*the North Cape on 
the extreme north to the Adriatic and the 
Italian border on the south. In other 
words, the goal is to break up the alliance 
by which it is hoped the defense of Europe 
can be insured. 

Phase No. 1 is the creation of Austria 
as another Switzerland—a prosperous, con- 
tented state without the burden of heavy 
armaments and with no entangling alli- 
ances or foreign bases. That example will 
have a glittering attraction for West Ger- 
many where the remarkable economic re- 
covery owes something to the fact that 
the manufacture of arms and the cost of 
armed services Were not an impediment. 

Even when the last i has been dotted 
and the last t crossed giving West Ger- 
many her sovereignty within the Western 
European coalition, it will be, at the most 
optimistic estimate, November or Decem- 
ber before the first German volunteer puts 
on the uniform of the new German army. 
It requires more than 100 days for the 
final passage of a law through the West 
German-Parliament and a whole series of 
laws is necessary to authorize the new 
army. The summer holidays intervene to 
put this process off still further. 


Neutralist Sentiment. 

In the coming six months, therefore, 
Moscow will work intensively to enlarge 
the fairly wide neutralist sentiment that 
already exists in Ggrmany. The prospect 
of re-unification will be held out With the 
possibility that the Russians. may even 
agree at a big-power conference to hold 
free elections in East Germany after Soviet 
troops have been withdrawn. 

It would be a tremendous coup if the 
Communist strategy of neutralization 
should work in Germany. Without a Ger- 
man military force, as part of the NATO 
line, Denmark, one of the NATO partners, 
cannot be defended.

tion, there can be little doubt that this is 
the direction of Soviet policy. 

In the southeast of Europe, Italy has a 
border with the traditional neutral, Switz- 
erland, and the new neutral, Austria.

The 
Soviets have gone to extraordinary lengths 
to win back their former allies, the Yugo- 
slavs, or at least to keep them out of the 
western camp. Pravda, the official Com- 
munist newspaper in Moscow, has actually 
printed criticism of Soviet policy by Mar- 
shal Tito, including criticism of Soviet 
Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Molotov. 

One reason for keeping Yugoslavia in 
the neutral camp is to be sure of a not 
unfriendly border for Albania which is 
like an alien thumbprint on the Yugoslav 
coastline. The Russians are said to have 
built sizable air and submarine bases in 


Albania which are an obvious threat to |. 


Italy across the Adriatic. 

In the effort to build a belt of neutral 
countries and thereby disrupt the western 
alliance, the Soviet Union will have to 
overcome powerful resistance. So long as 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer lives, he can 
be expected to hold the line in Germany 
for partnership with the West in a common 
defense. Contrary to the first news re- 
ports, the recent elections in Lower Sax- 
ony, a stronghold of the Social-Democratic 
opposition, did not weaken Adenater’s 
position. 


One Way to Cause Clamor. 

If the Russians were to pull out of East 
Germany and the two halves of that di- 
vided country were to be re-united in free 
elections, new demands would be certain 
to arise. There would be a clamor for the 
return of the eastern provinces detached 
from Germany by the Russians at the 
end of World War II. But the interests 
of two Soviet satellites, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia, would thereby be directly af- 
fected and a crack in the Communist em-. 
pire opened up. 

What is more, a re-united Germany 
with borders adjoining the Communist 
empire would be a source of fear even 
though it was a neutral] and disarmed Ger- 
many. Once the 70,000,000 Germans with 
their vigor and drive and intense patriot- 
ism were brought together again, no one 
could be sure how long they would stay 
disarmed. The experience after 1918, 
when secret re-armament was developed 
with remarkable speed and duplicity de- 
spite the stern provisions of the Versailles 
Treaty, is instructive. 

It is all very well to talk about Austria, 
with its 7,000,000 people, modeled on the 
Swiss pattern. Austria has not been a 
major power since 1914. But as to Ger- 
many, so lately bent on world conquest, 
that is quite another matter. 

One important element should not be 
ignored. Those who ought to know say 
that the fear of German re-armament is 
real and deep in Russia and the satellites. 
This means an almost desperate determina- 
tion on the part of Moscow to prevent the 
German legions from coming into being. 
It could mean in the end a willingness to 
accept realistic peace with guarantees sat- 
isfactory to the West. That sounds im- 
possibly utopian. But if anyone had pre-

HE Eisenhower administration’s hope for a reasonably liberal inter- 
national trade program, considered an essential component of foreign 
policy, hangs on the outcome of a Senate debate scheduled to open 


Monday. 


The chances for favorable action look better than was thought possible 
two or three weeks ago, but there has been no shift in the direction or strength 
of the opposition and there are no firm forecasts of what will happen. 


Pessimists point out that the legislation 
in a form acceptable to the White House 


was enacted by the House last February | 


without a single vote to spare on the key 


passed at all in the same form in the ab- 
sence of heavy pressure from two Demo- 
crats, Speaker Sam Rayburn and Majority 
Leader John W. McCormick: 

Optimists observe that the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee this week ,approved the 
legislation by a vote of 13 to 2. This vote 
came after the adoption of a compromise 
which was sought because the committee 
was split evenly on one important contro- 
versia! point. The effect of the compromise 
has not been analyzed fully. 


Complex but Not Obscure. 

Why is this seemingly sensible program, 
which was instituted by former Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull in 1934, in such seri- 
ous danger of emasculation, or possibly 
abandonment, after 22 years? 

The reasons are complex, but not ob- 
scure. The Administration has failed to 
push the program effectively and American 
sectional economic interests have changed. 
An active protectionist tariff lobby has cap- 
italized on these two facts. 

Last Jan. 10, Presidefit Eisenhower, in 
a special message to Congress, asked for a 
three-year extension of the reciprocal trade 
program, which expires June 12.

The President did not specify how he 
would «use his influence, but whatever he 
may have done was not particularly po- 
tent. Mr. Eisenhower had a tailor-made 
chance to put in.a strong plug for his ail- 
ing proposal when he appeared last Mon- 
day before the annual meeting of the Asso- 


ciated Press in New York. Instead, he 


placed the emphasis of his speech on plans 
for an atomic-powered merchant ship and 
subordinated a rather mild appeal for pas- 
sage of his legislation without crippling 
amendments. The story of the ship cap- 
tured the headlines. + 

If this was not done deliberatetly by 
White House speech writers it was inept 
as regards the serious plight of reciprocal 
trade. The entire speech could well have 
been devoted to an elucidation of the trade 
program, especially since Congress has 
been claiming some aspects of it have not 
been explained sufficiently. 

What the President did say about trade 


was so innocuous as to have no effect on 
the Senate Finance Committee. Some 
Democrats—and President Eisenhower

ENATOR WILLIAM F. KNOWLAND’S vehement opposition to Presi- 
S dent Eisenhower's efforts ‘‘to lead to same betterment of the world situa- 
tion’, has put the President to the ironic necessity of relying more than 
ever on Democratic congressional leaders as spokesmen and craftsmen of the 


bipartisan foreign policy. 


As Senate Republican Floor Leader, and as a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, Knowland Would be the logical advocate and defender 
of White House plans and actions to find a modus vivendi, or way-of-living 
arrangement, by which the free and uncommitted nations can avoid war with 


the Communist-controlled world. 

But instead Knowland has repeatedly 
chosen to assert his rights as an individual 
Senator from California and has become 
the most vocal of the “China Lobby,” 
which includes such like-minded Senators 
as Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, chair- 
man of the Senate Republican Policy Com- 
mittee and a former chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee; George W. Malone 
of Nevada, Joseph R. McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin, William Jenner of Indiana, John W. 
Bricker of Ohio, Everett M. Dirken of IIli- 
nois, and Edward Martin of Pennsylvania. 

This group is frequently joined by 10 
or 12 right-wing Republican Senators on 
rolicalls on legislation affecting interna- 
tional affairs. 

Because of the defaults of Knowland and 
Bridges, the President availed himself of 
the talents and experience of Democratic 
Senators Walter F. 
George of Georgia, 
chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Com- 
mittee, and Harry F. 
Byrd of Virginia, 
chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

He has gone far 
out of his way to 
cultivate their favor- 
able feeling to him 
personally and to his 
continuation of the 
foreign policies for- 
mulated by Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and 
Truman, 

Another Democrat- 
ic Senator, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., of Mis- 
souri, volunteered his

Department to fight 
the constitutional 
amendment spon- 
sored by Bricker to 
curb the treaty and 
executive agreement 
powers of the Presi- 
dent, but so far Hen- 
nings has received scant presidential rec- 
ognition for his work. 

Knowland’s open revolt against the 
President over direct conversations be- 
tween the United States and Red China 
to find ways to relieve the war tension 
in the Formosa strait has caused some 
Republicans and Democrats to ask whether 
the Californian will resign his floor leader- 
ship to which he was originally appointed 
by the late Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 

Knowland hinted something like this 
might be in his mind this week when he 
was asked whether his opposition as leader 
might be affected by President Eisenhow- 
er’s statement at a press comference that 
this country would be willing to negotiate 
for a cease-fire with the Reds in the ab- 
sence of the Chinese Nationalists. 

“It does not—up to the present time,” 
he replied. 


“Would it affect your position if this 
policy is carried out?” was the next ques- 
tion.

He dramatized his break with 
the White House by leaving the leader's 
chair in the front row of the Republican 
side to cast his votes from his old seat 
several rows back. 

At the same time, he said, in effect, 
that his rights as an individual Senator 
took’ precedence over his duties as the 
Republican leader. Many observers believe 
that if he had asserted his leadership for 
the White House and exerted party discip- 
line, the George substitute would have 
been rejected by several votes rather than 
as it was by a single vote. 

Knowland’s rebellion on important issues 
confronts the President with an awkward 
dilemma: 

If the Republican leader continues his 
public opposition aft- 
er a policy is official- 
ly announced, some 
of our allies Will con- 
tinue to be confused 
and depressed by the 
glaring division in 
Republican ranks; if 
Knowland is allowed 
or forced to resign 
his leadership, there 
is no Republican Sen- 
ator of proved loy- 
alty and experience 
to take his place. 


Until the election 
last year there was 


a logical successor in 
Senator Homer Fer- 
guson of Michigan, 
who voted against 
the George amend- 
ment and was a firm 
supporter of the bi- 
partisan foreign pol- 
icy, but Ferguson was 
defeated by Demo- 
crat Pat McNamara 
in a close race and 
Ferguson was later 
named United States 
Ambassador to the 
Philippines. 

The Deputy Republican leader is Send- 
tor Leverett Saltonstall of Massachusetts. 
While he has supported the President on 
nearly all international affairs and is well 
liked by his colleagues on- both sides of 
the aisle, he has not demonstrated the ca- 
pacity for the firm leadership, energy and 
efficiency required by the position. 

Others who have had the congressional 

experience needed for the work are Bridg- 
es and Dirksen, but they, like Knowland, 
have frequently broken with the White 
House on important matters. Alexander 
Wiley of Wisconsin has had the requisite 
Senate seniority, but he is nearly 71 years 
old and lacks the tact and vocal restraint 
that are necessary parts of the respon- 
gibility. 
/ Similar and other handicaps would ap- 
pear to rule out other possibilities such 
as William Langer of North Dakota—un- 
predictability; Eugene Millikin of Colo- 
rado—ill health; Alexander Smith of New 
Jersey and Ralph E. Flanders of Ver- 
mont—age. 

Three loyal Eisenhower supporters could 
be considered, Irving Ives of New York, 
Frank Carlson of Kansas and Prescott 
Bush of Connecticut, all popular with their 
colleagues. It is doubtful, however, wheth- 
er any of them has had the congressional 
experience needed to conduct the trading 
and to exercise the discipline needed to 
bring recalcitrant Republicans into line 
with the White House policies.

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‘No’ on the Sales Tax 

If the proposal of a half-cent increase in the 
state sales tax comes to a referendum next fall, 
we feel fairly certain that the people will reject 
it. But the buck ought not to be passed to the 
voters. The first responsibility for such a de- 
cision rests on the General Assembly, and in 
our judgment the House should do what the 
State Senate regrettably failed to do—reject the 
proposition at this time. 

There is no doubt that the schools and various 
state functions could conveniently use the money 
a higher sales tax would provide. But a 25 per 
cent increase in any tax ought not to -be proposed 
except to meet a critical financial emergency. 
Missouri does not face such an emergency. 


The state government is now spending, out of 
state taxes, more than $235,000,000 a year, which 
is almost exactly double what it was collecting 
just 10 years ago. In the past 10 years the 
state has increased its appropriations for schools 
nearly 100 per cent, for welfare and health 84 
per cent, for agriculture 199 per cent, for all 
general revenue purposes 95 per cent. 


. During this same 10-year period in Missouri, 
per capita income payments to individuals—the 
best index of taxpaying ability—have increased 
not 100 per cent but 50 per cent. 

* * - 

In other words, the state gévernment and the 
services it provides have improved their position 
during these 10 years about twice as much as 
the taxpayers have improved theirs. This is. no 
doubt, as it should be. Especially in education, 
Missouri has needed to come a long way and will 
need to go farther. But Missouri ought to think 
very hard before it chooses a higher sales tax 
as the vehicle. + 

The principal excuse given for increasing the 
sales tax from 2 to 244 per cent—that is, for 
taking some $25,000,000 a year additional out of 
taxpayers’ pockets —jis that the state's school 
districts need more money. A joint legislative 
committee has drawn up, and the Senate has 
adopted, a thoughtful plan for a new system of 
state aid to schools, designed to assure a mini- 
mum expenditure of $185 for every pupil in 
every district in the state. 


Considering that scheol expenditures for the 
nation as a whole average $235 per pupil, and 
for Missouri as a whole $223 per pupil, that is 
an entirely desirable and conservative goal which 
should be reached as soon as possible. But a 
sudden $22,000,000 annual increase in state aid 
and a drastic 25 per cent increase in the sales 
tax are not necessarily the best ways to reach it. 

That the schools face mounting problems with 
mounting enrollment goes without saying. Yet 
it is also true that they have fared increasingly 
well at the state’s hands during the last 10 years. 


During the next biennium, under legislation 
already passed by both houses at Jefferson City, 
school districts will get 37:5 per cent instead of 
the usual 33.3 per cent of the state's general 
revenue. That means state grants of $51,000,000 
a year as compared with less than $27,000,000 
only a decade ago. 

+ * . 

That school expenditures are too low in some 
districts also goes without saying. Yet it is also 
true that Missouri devotes a far greater. propor- 
tion of its state revenues to school aid than most 
other states. Missouri sends 20 per cent of its 
total state expenditures to the school districts, 
as compared with 16 per cent for the nation, 12 
per cent in Illinois, 8 per cent in Iowa and 13 
per cent in Kansas. 

Where school districts in Missouri get some 40 
per cent of their revenues from the state, in 
Iowa they get 25 per cent, in Illinois 25 per cent 
and in Kansas 26 per cent from the state. 


These are some of the reasons why the House 
should kill the sales tax increase proposition. 
If it wants to be constructive, the House might 
well propose, instead, appointment of a4 joint 
committee to study the whole range of state 
responsibilities and expenditures, together with 
the whole range of state revenues and possible 
revenue sources. 

Perhaps such a study would conclude that new 
taxes were necessary. If so the people would 
surély consider the recommendation with re- 
spect. But as of now the case for a higher sales 
tax has not been made. 
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Major Advance in Care of Sick 

It may have been a long wait but our confi- 
dence in the doctors of -America has been 
sustained. 

The Journal of the American Medical Associ- 
ation is out with an editorial condemning that 
barbarous but universal hospital custom of 
waking a patient two hours before dawn and 
three hours before breakfast to wash his face 
and hands. The Journal also deplores the 
waking of a soundly sleeping patient to give 
him a sleeping capsule. 

We hope never again to be in a hospital bed— 
and no offense meant to hospitals—but we do 
rejoice for the patients of the future. As for 
present patients, they probably will have to bear 
with the routine, orthodox and uncomfortable. 
The doctors have seen the light, but that will not 
help much until it is also seen by the nurses. 
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Return From Bandung 

Congressman Adam Clayton Powell reports 
that an ilbconsidered and long-range reaction in 
Washington spoiled an early opportunity to free 
American airmen held captive by Red China. 

The New York Representative was on the in- 
side of this story. He was am ambassador extra- 
ordinary to the Bandung conference—the more 
extraordinary because the State Department did 
not want him to attend. 

Stopping in Tokyo, Mr. Powell told reporters 
that a Pakistan delegate to the Asian-African 
conference relayed to him an unofficial message 
from Red China’s premier, Chou En-lai. The 
message was that Peiping could release the cap- 
tive American flyers “almost immediately” if 
the United States seemed well-disposed toward 
Chou’s offer te discuss the Formosa situation. 


The Powell report is substantiated by a re- 
port from Prime Minister Mohammed Ali of 
Pakistan, who also indicated that Chou En-lai was 
ready to free the Americans. Moreover, Prime 
Minister Nehru of India had urged Chou pri- 
vately to do just that. 

However, the State Department's initial reac- 
tion to Chou’s offer was far from appearing 
“well disposed.” Acting Secretary of State Her- 
bert Hoover Jr. insisted that Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Free China would have to be represented in any 
discussions. He suggested that Red China might 
free the American flyers as proof of good inten- 
tions before any discussions were held. 

Congressman Powel! says this unyielding re 
action blocked any early release of the American 
eaptives. Had the Hoover statement.stood, it 
probavly wor''i have blocked any discussions as 
well. But Sécretary of State Dulles returned to 
Washington to pick up some of the pieces of 
the shattered prospect. Talks with Red China

were possible, Mr. Dulles indicated, even with- 
out Chiang Kai-shek, if Free China’s interests 
were not directly involved. 

The Powell report adds to a list of miscalcula- 
tions regarding the Bantlung conference. The 
first of thése was the State Department's bland

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The President’s Hard Choice 


We hope all our readers will give special at- 
tention to Raymond P. Brandt's analysis of the 
hard if not unprecedented political problem that 
confronts President Eisenhower inside the Re- 
publican party.

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They Also Make History 


John Cogley offers a thoroughly contemporary 
definition of “intellectuals” in a Commonweal 
article reprinted on this page. There are, he 
Says, pseudo-intellectuals and true intellectuals, 
the true intellectuals being those who brand 
would-be intellectuals as pseudo. 

Intellectuals of either kind, up to and includ- 
ing eggheads, are presently subject to attack 
from many quarters. But the very criticism of 
them proves that they must be interesting peo- 
ple. Even the most hard-headed critic ought to 
wonder about what makes intellectuals go; cer- 
tainly historians wonder about it. 

A statement on a burst of pure intellectualism 
which captured historical interest was presented 
to the meeting of the Mississippi Valley His- 
torical Association yesterday in St. Louls. Henry 
F. May of the University of California discussed 
the rash of revolt among American intellectuals 
in the years 1912-17. He wondered what brought 
on the sudden discarding of old ideas, the re- 
treat from comfortable thinking among artists 
and writers, psychologists and philosophers and, 
yes, politicians and historians in those more 
placid years. 

Mr. May set aside economic determinism as a 
factor, because there was no major depression. 
He discarded war as a cause because America 
had not entered war. He offered the reasonable 
guess that intellectuals of those days were moved 
in good part by plain boredom with the nation’s 
eminent satisfaction with itself—a satisfaction 
soon to be shattered in the Argonne. 

The theory of boredom opens new fields for 
historical research. Perhaps ‘it is the low bor- 
ing point of some citizens which annoys the de- 
fenders of the eternal status quo and creates 
the atmosphere of anti-intellectualism. What- 
ever the cause, it has another obvious result. 
It makes history, before and aftér wars, or any 
time at all. Even, it appears, today. 
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No Sun*tood Still 

Two Illinois communities adopted the city 
manager plan in April. These approvals increase 
to approximately 40 the total number of Illinois 
communities which have voted to place their 
municipal administration in the hands of pro- 
fessionally trained and experienced career men. 

Champaign, which shares with Urbana in be- 
ing the home of the University of Illinois, was 
the largest Illinois community to approve the 
manager plan last month.e Mascoutah, about 25 
miles east of St. Louis, became the first com- 
munity in St. Clair county to adopt the form 
of local government that has brought economy 
and efficiency to hundreds of cities and towns 
from one coast to the other.

Some notes toward arriving at an un- 
derstanding of certain specialized po- 
litical vocabularies: 

Intellectual: There are two kinds of 
intelleetuals: pseudo-intellectuals (some- 
times called would-be) and true intel- 
lectuals.. A pseudo-intellectual is a man 
you don’t agree with but whose vocabu- 
lary you can’t match. A true intellec- 
tual is a man. whose vocabulary is no 
more extensive than your own and 
whose views are identical with yours. 


Universities, colleges, the editorial 
staffs of butcher-paper magazines and 
academic societies abound in pseudo- 
intellectuals. True intellectuals are 
those who brand would-be intellectuals 
as pseudo. 


Liberal: Many kinds — soft-headed, 
mush-headed, knuckle-headed, etc. When 
in doubt the use of quotation marks 
around the word (“liberal”) suggests 
the general category. Basically, though, 
there are only so-called liberals and 
true liberals. 


So-called liberals believe in liberalism 
(or “liberalism”). True liberals hate 
liberalism (“liberalism”) and are prac- 
tically indistinguishable from true con- 
servatives. ‘(Problem here: some so- 
called liberals hold that they are the 
true conservatives. But in general you 
are safe in identifying the true jintel- 
lectuals, true liberals and true con- 
servatives with one and the same 
group.)

Left Wing: A broad category embrac- 
ing everyone from members of the Com- 
munist party to Eisenhower Republi- 
eans, In the case of the Communist 
party it may sometimes be helpful to 
describe the membership as the true 
reactionaries or as Red Fascists. But 
by and large it is better to stick to the 
Left Wing terminology. That way it is 
unnecessary to make any confusing dis- 
tinctions between conspiratorial Com- 
munists, anti-Stalinist socialists, New 
Dealing Democrats and Eisenhower Re- 
publicans.

N THE COLD WAR on the European front in this spring of 
| 1955, from the short-range viewpoint, the West has chalked 
up remarkable victories; from the long-range view, the next 
two or three years will be critical and dangerous. A synthesis 


_ Of the best opinion in Europe at the moment is that the West 


is winning battles, but it still could lose the war. 


One cannot escape the rela- 
tively recent upsurge of public 
confidence and optimism in 
Western Europe. If trends con- 
tinue, and if the Soviet Union is 
kept indefinitely from moving 
outside the Iron Curtain, then, 
in the opinion of many western 
observers, the beginning of de- 
cay will set in for the Commu- 
nist movement in Europe as 
sponsored and _ directed by 
Moscow. 


Russians Realistic. 


The prevailing estimate of the 
Soviet regime is that it is a 
shrewd and logical one. The 
Russians have made a realistic 
survey of their situation. They 
may be expected to react in ac- 
cordance with a realistic con- 
clusion, 


Conelusion: Soviet Commu- 
nism cannot now think in terms 
of se of governments, par- 
ticularly in the West. The cold, 
war then must move to other 
fields — economic, social and 
diplomatic. 


This program is pointed to- 
ward a short-term goal, to di- 
vide the United States from its 
allies and to produce a passion 
for neutralism in Western Eu- 
rope. While the West remains 
united, it is dangerous for World 
Communism to move aggressive- 
ly in any direction, yet Commu- 
ism, a dynamic movement, must 
keep moving or stagnate. 

How can the cold war be lost? 
Competent observers through- 
out Europe say the West will re- 
tain its advantage only in rela- 
tion, first, to a continuing im- 


ample, must be linked with over- 
all Soviet political goals. 

In that statement, a free 
translation from Red dowuble- 
talk, lies one of a number of 
reasons why Communist .parties 
in Europe are on the downgrade. 

Communist leadership is har- 
ried and embarrassed by having 
to toe a Soviet Russian line 
which hurts at the source of the 
Reds’ chief support, the working 
classes. Experience has taught 
that the political line is not pop- 
ular with the workers, partie- 
ularly in France and Italy. 

But in the interests of long- 
range -Soviet objectives, the 
Communists must follow a soft 
line, woo their enemies, the so- 
cialists, woo the middle classes 
and even employers. They must 
avoid the appearance of revo- 
lutionary methods. They must 
even sacrifice the interests of 


should be necessary to gain sup- 
port for Moscow’s goals. 


Results of ‘Soft Line.’ 
Here are some of the results: 


IN ITALY: Communists were 
routed in shop elections of the 
Fiat works in Turin. The Reds 
lost heavily in other industrial 
elections, including Milan and 
other areas of the “Red North.” 
Among the farmers, the Chris- 
tian Democratic party has been 
showing new strength. Through- 
out the country the C.LS.L. 
(Christian Democratic Labor 
Federation) has undertaken a 
vigorous anti-Communist offen- 
sive. Once the Communist- 


provement of economic condi- | 
tions and a steady rise in stand- | 
ards of living. Along with this, | 
they say, there must be a public | 
willingness to bear the cost of 
maintaining a constant alert. If 
Western unity should fall apart, 
Soviet Communism once again 
could be on the move. 


Signs of Reds’ Uneasiness. 


Two things the Soviet regime 
fears more than anything else. 
One is all-out war. The other is 
all-out peace. This is the opin- 
ion of competent Western ob- 
servers. 


They put it this way: 


1. The retreat of Communist 
parties in Europe behind a “soft 
line” denotes Soviet worry over 
the possibility that Moscow may 
stumble into the all-out war it 
dreads at this moment. Most 
likely war would spell the end 
of Soviet Communism. 


2. Eruptions of international 
tension betray Soviet worry that 
the appearance of world peace 
surely would revive pressure 
from the Soviet population for 
a fairer share of the economy. 
That probably would lead to the 
rise of a new and far more rad- 
ical Malenkov. 


If it were a matter of Europe 
and the Soviet Union alone, say 
the experts, the chances of war 
would be less today than at any 
time in the five years since the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion was born, but there remains 
the sputtering fuse in Asia. 


The idea that any war in any 
part of the world might turn into 
a general conflict is regarded as 
a powerful reason for Moscow to 
lay a restraining hand on Com- 
munist China. 


Formosa is already valuable 
to the Communist world as a 
ready source of international 
tension when tension is regarded 
as necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of immediate Red pur- 
poses. The threat to “liberate” 
Formosa by force is enough to 
create the tension. But an at- 
tempt to carry out the threat 
could explode the possibility of 
ultimate disaster. 

Aside froni the threat in Asia, 
the other factors which could 
touch off world conflict are 
desperation, fear, miscalculation 
or accident. NATO is in the 
process of building strong de- 
terrents to the first three and 
defenses against the fourth. 

Factors Against War. 

Moscow, say the military ex- 
perts, is not likely in the near 
future to launch any military 
attack westward. 


The reasons:

It now has 
about 300,000. 


French anti-Communists watch 
with satisfaction a debate raging 
among the Reds as the party 
prepares for a June congress of 
the CGT. The debate is over 
the “program of action.” One 
Red leader has been complain- 
ing bitterly that the prospective 
program plays into the hands of 
the party’s “worst enemies,” but 
the dissidents will lose. 
The symptoms of this disease 
are noticeable among Commu- 
nist parties of all Western 
Europe. They are balked in 
their drive for mass support by 
the overriding Soviet interest in 
dividing the Western Allies and 
throwing a wrench into Western 
defense machinery. 

Figures Not Decisive. 
All this would seem to add up 
to a happy augury for the West, 
but figures do not tell the whole 
story. The hard reality is that 
the Communist parties are not 
primarily interested in numbers. 
The fact is that the Communists 
in both Italy and France remain 
a potent and dangerous force, 
and will be so long as they have 
their small, hard cores of disci- 
plined militants ready to obey 
Moscow. 


At the same time, the Com- 
munists seem really concerned 
at the loss of support among the 
workers. 


One of the agencies most con- 
cerned with attempting to stem 
the tide is the World Federation 
of Trade Unions (WFTU). Its 
leadership represents the most 
important branch of the many- 
branched Communist interna- 
tional. °

Minh, the pro-Communist na- 
tionalist who seized the reins of 
government. 


Bao Dai got out the following 
March. however, and had a 
lengthy exile in Hong Kong and 
on the Riviera. Trouble between 
Ho: and the French touched off 
late in 1946 the revolt against 
colonial authorities that sparked 
the Indochina war. 


A French-Viet Namese agree- 
ment signed’ in Bao Dai’s pres- 
ence later led to his designation 
as chief of state of Viet Nam— 
a counter to Ho Chi Minh. He 
took over the title June 4, 1949, 
after signing of a further agree- 
ment which termed Viet Nam 
an independent state within the 
French Union. His present - 
ers stem from that agreement. 

In France, Bao Dai is still 
known as emperor and is ad- 
dressed as “Your Majesty.” 

His personal plane is at the 
Nice airport. He maintains a 
seagoing yacht in Cannés har- 
bor. He lives in the Chateau de 
Thorenc, which he bought in 
1937 and today is worth about 
$145,000. It has a garden of 
about seven acres, a swimming 
pool and greenhouse. High 
hedges and fences prevent views 
from the outside. 

The French government has 
six plainclothes detectives and 
six uniformed policemen as- 
signed to a round-the-clock 
guard. Lookout towers help 
check visitors; so does a big iron 
gate. 

The ex-empress and their 
three daughters live in the home 
with Bao Dai. Three sons attend 
school in France. 

Bao Dai often goes to a park 
near the Aga Khan’s villa where 
pigeons are released and shot 
for sport. In late afternoon or 
in the evening, he may appear 
at the Cannes casino for a ses- 
sion of baccarat. His bets most- 
ly are 10,000 to 20,000 francs 
($30 to $60). 

His nine cars are of French, 
British and American makes. 
His favorite is a black Bentley. 

Bao Dai also owns a chalet in 
the mountains about 50 miles 
from Nice where he and his. 
family go skiing. In the summer 
the ex-emperor often goes into 
the mountains for trout fishing. 
The former empress makes fre- 
quent trips to Paris to see the 
fashion collections.

floor next week. Senator . Mat- 
thew M. Neely (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, has said he will demand 
a Senate vote on his proposal, 
which was not accepted by the 
Finance Committee,to restrict oil 
imports. 

Neely’s amendment would limit 
imports of foreign oil to 10 per 
cent of domestic production -in 
any quarter of the year. Neely 
is from a coal-producing state 
and, among the organizations 
that want to restrict oil imports, 
are the following: the National 
Coal Association, the Southern 
Coal Producers Association, the 
United Mine Workers, the Inde- 
pendent Petroleum Association 
and the Foreign Oil Policy Com- 
mittee.

The British Productivity 
Council is fighting outdated 
traditions, obstinacy, jealousy 
and plain pigheadedness. The 
council believes results are be- 
ginning to show, but admits that 
it still has a long way to go. 

The story of the present cam- 
paign goes back to the end of 
the war when Paul G. Hoffman 
was runnitfg ECA and the late 
Sir Stafford Cri was Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in the 
Labor government. They agreed 
that, while Britain had one of 
the most enlightened electorates 
in the world, it had Nineteenth 
Century ideas about industrial 
management. So Hoffman and 
Cripps established the Anglo- 
American Council on Produc- 


tivity. 
66 Study Teams. 


They got together 66 teams of 
Englishmen representing as 
many. industries and sent them 
to the United States to study 
every phase of the economy. 
These 66 groups made their re- 
ports which were published in 
pamphlets. The Anglo-Ameri- 
can Council went to work to get 
British factory owners to recog- 
nize the fact that the industrial 
revolution was over and that 
something new had been added. 

Graham Hutton, a college 
professor and economist, was at 
that time leaving Chicago where 
he had run the British Informa- 
tion Service throughout the war. 
His four years in the United 
States had helped convince him 
that British industry had to 
modernize itself. He helped 
guide the productivity council's 
work and in. 1953 published a 
book putting together the find- 
ings of the 66 teams. He called 
the book “We Too Can Prosper.” 
It made a terrific impact on 
Britain and is now in its third 
printing. 

British Council Takes Over. 
The British Productivity Coun- 
cil, with Hutton as an economic 
consultant, was established in 
1953 to take over the work of 
the Anglo-American Council. 
Management and labor partici- 
pate equally. It now has com- 
mittees of industry and labor 
leaders set up in 98 towns and 
cities. These committees use a 
dozen different approaches to try 
and get industry to change its 
Victorian ways. 

“They have movies, study 
groups, speakers, committees 
visiting factories and lecturers,” 
says Edward Kidd, an officer of 
council headquarters in London. 

Some factory owners have be- 
come tremendously enthusiastic, 
but a majority are still luke- 
warm to change,

Unions Partly to Blame. 

Labor union -nembers are 
partly responsible for the gen- 
eral British dislike of change. 
They want to brew their own 
tea a couple of times a day. 
They generally are opposed to 
labor-saving machines that could 
reduce employment. They don’t 
like “new-fangled” ideas. 

Industrial owners also show 
resistance. They want to show 
big profits, pay big dividends 
and go easy on plowing money 
back in the shape of modern 
equipment. They prefer to rock 
along and make what profits 
they can without taking any 
chances. 

Two things should never be 
mentioned. The industry leaders 
turn purple if the words ““Amer- 
ican methods” are mentioned; 
for some reason, they don’t like 
to think they are following 
American ideas. The other is 
“speed-up.” That word can 
never be mentioned to the labor 
union leaders. Productivity and 
efficiency and time-motion are 
all right, but never speed-up. 

Hutton’s book is still the bible 
on the subject. While Hutton 
himself is spending a month on 
the Spanish island of Majorca 
recovering from a bout with ul- 
cers, his book is most. widely 
quoted. It shows, for instance, 
that American and British work- 
men turned out identical 
amounts of finished products 
per man-hour in 1890. Since 
then, American productivity has 
increased more than five times 
over 1890 level while British 
workers turn out only about 
twice as much as in 1890. So 
today an American worker’s out- 
put is about two and a half 
times that of the British worker. 

Crux of Difference. 

The crux of the difference, 
Hutton says, is this: 

“The “merican workman pro- 
duces more in his hour, year 
or life work, not because of a 
higher American average of 
brain, brawn, skill and poten- 
tiality, but because of much 
bigger (and easier) saving and 
capital investment, better ar- 
rangement of work, better ap- 
plication of human being to the 
work as arranged, and better 
rewards for the work. 

“That is the overwhelming 
and unanimous conclusion of 
the Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity teams. It is borne 
cut by all of the available evi- 
dence.” 

So that is what the council 
is now trying to do—get the 
British to buy more modern 
machinery, arrange working 
conditions better and create in- 
centive through better pay.

The Committee for a 
National Trade Policy, whose 
president. is Charles P. Taft, 
brother of the late Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, supports 
reciprical trade; the nationwide 
committee of industry, agricul- 
ture and labor on import-export 
policy, headed by O. R. strack- 
bein, opposes it. 

The Strackbein organization 
reported under the regulation of 
lobbying act that it spent $81,890 
last year to fight the trade pro- 
gram. It is expected to spend as 
much or more this year. The 
Taft group was organized late in 
1953 and has conducted a cam- 
paign based generally on edu- 
cational lines. It reported spend- 
ing less than $6000 in 1954 for 
purposes covered by the act. 

Members of the Taft commit- 
tee met with Mr. Eisenhower 
last Thursday to receive his 
thanks for their efforts in be- 
half of the legislation. The Presi- 
dent told them: 

“I really believe that in this 
whole field of international 
trade, we must think of it as the 
greatest instrument or weapon 
in the hands of a diplomat as 
he strives to promote peace. We 
must think of it also as the con- 
necting link, really, between a 
prosperous economy here at 
home, widely shared, and a 
growing and stronger free 
world.” 

The same day Charles H. Per- 
cy, president of Bell & Howell 
Co. and vice chairman of the 
Taft committee, warned Ameri- 
can business it might learn too 
late a lesson which he said, busi- 
ness men in many other nations 
are just beginning to absorb, 
that no nation in today’s world 
can long remain competitive 
without drawing on some of the 
resources of its neighbors. 

Percy said the protectionist 
argument that high tariffs are 
needed in some cases because of 
national defense is not valid be- 
cause “our real defense base is 
a strong, ingenious and competi- 
tive economic system.” Percy 
added: 

“The appeal of H.R. 1 lies in 
its moderation and the gradual- 
ness with which any reciprocal 
tariff reductions may become ef- 
fective. If an industry claims a 
5 per cent a year reduction of a 
wreck it, I say to you 
it is in a bad way right now—it 
is headed for ruin before any re- 
duction comes about!” 

There has been a good deal of 
misunderstanding about the 5 
per cent mentioned by Percy. 
Some proponents of the legisla-

gress, the President recommend-

This does not mean 5 per- 
centage points. It means, for ex- 
ample, that if a tariff is 20 per 
cent it could be reduced by 5 
per cent of 20 the first year, or 
1 percentage point. A 20 per 
cent tariff could become 19 per 
cent the first year, 18 the second 
and 17 the third, a rather small 
reduction. Actually, these are 
maximums. If the tariff was let 
stand the first year, and again 
the second, the maximum reduc- 
tion for the third year would be 
5 per cent, not 15. The President 
also could reduce gradually to 
50 per cent ad valorem (value 
based on invoice) any rates above 
that figure. 


Purpose of Strackbein Group. 


The basic purpose of the 
Strackbein group is to eliminate 
the reciprocal trade program al- 
together. Since this objective is 
unlikely of attainment, however, 
the organization has operated on 
fringe issues. In testimony at 
the Capitol and in other ways, 
Strackbein has been exploiting 
congressional suspicion of the 
general agreement on tariffs and 
trade. 


This agreement, called GATT, 
was signed at Geneva in 1948 by 
the United States and 33 other 
friendly trading nations. A new 
agreement was reached recently 
in’ Geneva. GATT exerciSes an 
informal supervision over trade 
agreements made among other 
member nations. Some Congress- 
men are fearful GATT eventually 
would permit Europe to dictate 
American tariffs. The Admin- 
istration has been called on by 
Congressmen to explain GATT 
more fully.

This provides that 
when the President wants to ne- 
gotiate a tariff he is to ask the 
Tariff Commission for an inves- 
tigation and recommendation on 
the lowest duty that can be im- 
posed without hurting a domes- 
tic injury. 

The so-called escape clause in 
the present law, which provides 
for withdrawal or amendment of 
a tariff concession when imports 
of a commodity increase to the 
point at which they threaten 
domestic injury, is broadened 
slightly by giving the Tariff 
Commission increased discretion 
in deciding when -an industry 
may be injured by foreign im- 
ports. The Tariff Commission 
acts only in an advisory capacity 
and may be overruled by the 
President.

mirers. Now, on the 100th 
anniversary of the publica- 
tion of “Leaves of Grass,” 
the biographer-critic of Mel- 
ville and Emily Dickinson at- 
tempts a new evaluation of the 
mid-nineteenth century poet. 
Mr. Chase's attitude of in- 
telligent and hard -headed 
admiration enables him to 
produce a biography which, 
though marred by psycho- 
analytic jargon, will surely 
replace Emory Holloway’s, as 


well as a rich critical study . 


of the work. 

Of Whitman's eight brothers 
and sisters one was a drunk- 
ard, one an imbecile, one a 
psychotic, and one “unbal- 
anced.” This partly accounts, 
Mr. Chase thinks, for the 
poet’s preoccupation with 
health, sanity and the question 
of identity. Whitman himself, 
the strange flower of this 
blighted family, is seen as a 
shifting mixture of “sloth, 
calculating common sense and 
philosophic insight, raffish 
Bohemianism . , . neurotic, 
lonely, unstable, libidinous, 
envious... turning uncertain- 
ly from self-assertion to self- 
recrimination.”

HE tales contained in this

THE WEB OF VICTORY: GRANT 
AT VICKSBURG, by Earl Schenck 
Miers. (Knopf, 320 pgs., $5.)

N July 4 of 1863 there 
(Jeccurres the event which, 

perhaps as much as any 
other, settled the outcome of 
the Civil War. On that day— 
an hour of surging joy in the 
North, of galling tragedy in 
the South — a peculiar, un- 
impressive general named 
Ulysses S. Grant finally 
smashed down upon the bluff 
city of Vicksburg, the Con- 
federacy's “impregnable” bas- 
tion on the Mississippi. 


Few other happenings of the 
war so stung the Southerners. 
Some had seen in advance 
that Vicksburg would fall; and 
yet so many others had been 
certain that the fortress could 
never give way. And out of 
the saga of Vicksburg came 
the North's new hero, its great 
man of the war, the Grant 
who was eventually to shatter 
the forces of that other great 
one of the war, A. E. Lee of 
Virginia. 

Had Grant failed at Vicks- 
burg, the conflict might have 
taken a different course; the 
American story might have 
been changed in some re- 
spects. And for Grant as a 
human being Vicksburg had a 
vital role—vindication against 
slurs that pictured him as a 
hopeless drunkard, a bumbling 
plodder, a failure. 


This is magnificent stuff, 


Superbly analyzed, brilliantly, 


interpreted. Here is history 


at its liveliest, its most com- 


pelling, history as it should 
be, but is often not written. 


The past few years have wit- 


: 


nessed a remarkable resurg- 
ence of interest in America’s 
“favorite war,” and with it a 
mounting volume of fresh in- 
vestigation and appraisal. With 
this book Earl Miers clinches 


his right to a high place with 
men such as Allan Nevins, 
Benjamin Thomas, Bruce Cat- 
ton, T. Harry Williams, Bell 
Wiley and others who have 
done so much to make the 
struggle meaningful in mod- 
ern terms. 


From start to finish, “it is 
an impressive picture of a 
fellow at whom others sniffed, 
an awkward individual of 
doubtful skill and question- 
able record. Mr. Miers has a 
rare pbility to bring his 
figures to life, presenting 
them with their imperfections, 

giving the 
look and feel 
of his people 
against their 
backgrounds. 


The author 
also has the 
grasp of his 
military facts, 
the compre- 


Grant general  pic- 
ture to put Grant and his op- 
ponents in their proper roles. 
He demonstrates admirably 
how the things that happened 
at Vicksburg led inevitably to 
that other hour at Appomattox. 
It may be argued that he did 
not lay sufficient stress upon 
the Richmond phases of the 
situation—the failure of Jef- 
ferson Davis's government to 
send heavy reinforcements to 
Pemberton at Vicksburg. But 
that, perhaps, was not Mr. 
Miers’s purpose. 

Mr. Miers is known for his 
Sherman book, “The General 
Who Marched to Hell” and 
“Gettysburg,” which he co- 
edited with R. A. Brown. The 
newest work is best, and a 
rare reading delight. In my 
opinion, nobody else could 
have written so illuminating a 
volume. Filled with minute 
details to be found nowhere 
else, it has originality and a 
power to grip any reader, 
whether he is a Civil war buff 
or only someone interested in 
a walloping good story.

ARTIN MAYER'S first 
M novel is in a tradition 

which is almost dead in 
the United States, the tradi- 
tion of relating and interpret- 
ing social, and particularly, 
political, phenomena in fiction. 
Currently the Ttalians are 
working in this vein and are 
taking art from it, as our own 
novelists of the Depression 
period did. But since the 
1940s, the American novelists 
have all but ignored material 
that fairly cries for applica- 
tion. 


“The Experts” poses very 
neatly the problem of the 
man who runs for public office 
(high or low) in the United 
States: if, when, and how to 
compromise. He cannot suc- 
ceed if he operates in an 
idealistic vacuum. One way 
or another he must compro- 
mise. Our system requires it. 
Every democracy does. 


The compromises of Wil- 
liam Cleveland, the liberal 
college professor who becomes 
a Midwestern governor and 
wants to be President, are 
what make the story of “The 
Experts,” and there is no point 
in relating them. Cleveland, 
who resembles Adlai Steven- 
son only in reading habits and 
distaste for the foul odor of 
smoke-filled rooms, is driven 
in and out of corners by his 
past and present indiscretions 
with women, by people who 
want to help him illegally, by 
the attrition of ideals by prac- 
ticality, by. the man-eating 
political machines that trail 
every politician into office. 

Mr. Mayer is a skillful nar- 
rator and plotter. His novel 
is interesting always, and the 
story he tells seems impor- 
tant. One cares what happens 
to Cleveland and regrets it. 
But the insights, fervor, and 
thoroughness which could lift 
this kind of writing to the 
plane of Dos Passos or Robert 
Penn Warren are lacking. 
Still it is reassuring to have 
Mr. Mayer with us. He is 
young, and the field most cer- 
tainly needs working.

NATIONALISM: MYTH AND RE- 
ALITY, by Boyd C. Shafer. (Har- 
court Brace & Co., 319 pgs., $6.)

IVING as we do in a period 
L« intense nationalism, we 

often find it difficult to 
evaluate the exhortations of 
the self-appointed patriots 
who insist that nothing less 
than 100 per cent American- 
ism is acceptable. Are they 
right? Should we give no 
consideration to anything for- 
eign, alien or international? 
Should suspicion of the 
stranger be our guide? Or 


can the best interests of our 


people be served by a broader 
attitude which encompasses 
more than the familiar pre- 
cept, “My country, right or 
wrong, my country.” 

Today's nationalist would 
have us believe that the 
nation and only the nation 
deserves man’s final  alle- 
giance. We are so used to the 
idea that it is not only right 
but also honorable to die for 
one’s country that we scarce- 
ly question the nation as the 
proper unit for man’s great- 
est loyalty. Perspective is 
needed, urgently. 

Historian Boyd Shafer pro- 
vides perspective in quiet 
scholarly fashion in this latest 
book on nationalism. For the 
very careful student of the 
subject, Shafer offers practi- 
cally nothing that is really

new. His definitions have been 
heard’ before. His discussion 
of what nationalism is and 
what it is not, is accurate, but 
not original. 

Nevertheless, the book will 
be very useful as a compila- 
tion of sense and nonsense 
about nationalism, and it is 
highly recommended as an 
introduction. In this respect 


it is a replacement for the 
well-known and much studied 
“Essays on Nationalism” by 
Carleton J. H. Hayes. One 
outstanding feature of the 
book is an excellent bibli- 
ography, both characteristic 
of, and a tribute to, the pains- 
taking historian. 
t * - 

HAFER defines national- 
§ isn examines the myths 

and misconceptions about 
it, and then spends about 
three-fourths of his book ex- 
plaining the history of western 
nationalism. In the last sec- 
tion he argues for the uni- 
versality of man generally on 
the grounds that men of di- 
verse nations are more alike 
than different. This is the 
weakest part of the book. It 
certainly provides few effec- 
tive arguments against the 
intensé nationalism of today. 

The net impression of the 
study is the implicit sugges- 
tion that while nationalism 
has played an important role 
in history, it- is no longer 
adequate to protect our own 
best interests.

HOEVER enjoys hot sun 
W:: the seashore and the 

suspended existence of a 
summer resort will take to 
this agreeable story. The 
author has located her resort 
on the Swedish coast, where 
floors and furniture are 
bleached with salt and scoured 
clean with sand. She takes 
the reader there to spend a 
holiday with a colorful family 
which revolves around a Rus- 
sian baron, huge of bulk and 
appetite. 

The fact that the characters 
in the novel, even to the 
small boys who run naked on 
the beach, are fairly stock 
figures does not seem to mat- 
ter. By being so easily under- 
stood they do not impede the 
swift plot, which is likewise 
simple. Best of all, they do 
not disturb the atmospheric 
mood which one suspects has 
had the closest attention from 
the author. Indeed she has 
generously used the natural 
elements, most especially “the 
small rain” which comes to 
close the season, as motiva- 
tion for the humors and er- 
rancies of the story. 


It is primarily the story of 
the Baron's daughter, Cath- 
erine, disenchanted with her 
marriage to an English school- 
master; and Piers Adam, 
writer, unlucky in many ways. 
They are brought together 
when Catherine comes to 
Vengerstrand on a _ holiday 
with her young son and Piers 
answers the Baron's summons 
to write his memoirs. The two 
respond in the usual way to 
the melancholy beauty and 
suggestiveness of the lovely 
spot. 

Diana Raymond has con- 
trived her plot, with secondary 
interest in the fate of the 
Baron’s son, so as to build to 
a stunning climax in the cray- 
fish banquet of farewell. The 
denouement’ shows her to be 
beyond thinking in cliches. It 
calls to mind that wise, plain- 
tive line from the play “Tea 
and Sympathy,” as Laura tells 
of her brief happiness with a 
youthful husband. She quotes 
his words: “Why must the test 
of everything be its durabil- 
ity?” One has the feeling that 
Catherine and Piers reach the 
same answer to that question, 

One has also the feeling 
that the author has settled 
her own attitude toward it.

little Yemen in southwest Arabia, but 
his job is coveted by his brothers and 
other relatives. The rivalry resulted last 
month in a palace insurrection headed by 
Ahmed’s brother and Foreign Minister, 
Saif (Prince) al Islam Abdullah. After 
some days of indecisive seesaw fraternal 
battling, Ahmed came out on ‘top and un- 
dertook to minimize future rivalry. He 
first designated his son, Saif al Islam el 
Badr Mohammed, as his heir. Then, for 
added security, he had Abdullah be- 
headed, along with a reported 14 other 
men who backed the brother. 

Direct communications with Yemen 
were cut off during the fighting. As 
pieced together from radio and visitors’ 
reports, the revolt was occasioned by Ah- 
med's refusal to allow an army punitive 
raid on a village. Abdullah and dissident 
army men surrounded and fired into the 
palace at Taiz, and the army proclaimed 
Abdullah the Imam. But either King Ah- 
med or his son managed to escape to the 
hills, rally the tribes and subdue the rebels. 
Leaders of the revolt were rounded up and 
beheaded late in April in Taiz, the royal 
seat of government, where these photos 
of the executions were made. 

Ahmed has been ruler of Yemen since 
1948, He succeeded to the throne of the 
feudal, backward kingdom after his father, 
Imam Yahya, was murdered in a family 
insurrection much like the one attempted 
by Abdullah. In rioting that followed the 
selection of a successor, two of Yahya’'s 
sons were killed, a third joined the new 
government, but Ahmed, eldest son, raised 
an army and overthrew the new ruler. 
That would-be king and about 30 follow- 
ers were executed by Ahmed. 

Yemen's history, which dates back 
about 3000 years, has always been trou- 
bled. It*has repeatedly been overrun or 
conquered. From 1538 to 1630, and from 
1848 to 1918, it was occupied by the Turks. 
In more recent years it has been involved 
in recurring border disputes with Saudi 
Arabia and Aden, a British protectorate.

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Scars of Record Cold Spell 
Show Extent of Setback to 
Vegetation in St. Louis Area

EGETATION IN THE ST. LOUIS AREA has been 
going through a long recuperation from severe 
injuries caused by the record-breaking late 

spring freeze. Under the stimulation of April's 
warmth and gentle rains, shriveled first leaves are 
being replaced by new green growth. New shoots 
are pushing up from the roots or the bases of plants 
whose tops were killed. Flowers that were dor- 
mant or protected or immune to the weather's va- 
gary are in color. Spring foliage is beginning to 
hide the scars of the injury. 

But the scars will remain—months and even 
years—in the form of dead wood, weakened and 
setback plants, fewer flowers, less fruit. The freeze 
cost the area money in the form of losses and work. 
Dr. Edgar Anderson, director of Shaw's Garden, 
estimated that twice the normal amount of pruning 
is or will be necessary this season, predicted it may 
take as much as two or three years to get rid of 
all the dead wood and its unsightliness. He also 
saw a possible benefit in the setback—a “demon- 
stration that if people are not too sentimental about 
the things they try to grow and stick to plants best 
conditioned to the area’s climate, they will lose 
less in late freezes." Native plants or those from 
similar climates came through best. 

The immediate aftereffect of the big freeze was 


as if a gigantic blowtorch had been waved over 
growing things, leaving them seared. Forsythia, 
caught at the height of flowering, were left be- 
draggled clum The tender cones of lilac buds 
took on a scalded look. Early daffodils, some in 
bud and some in bloom, colla Peach buds, 
eT to swell, turned into dead shells and fell 
off. Buds of maples and other trees, emerging 
leaves of roses, shrubs, apples and other fruits, 
perennial flowers curled into crisp, shriveled clus- 
ters. Few plants escaped damage—even some 
broad-leafed evergreens yellowed. 

Bush roses mostly were killed down to the 
ground, and will need to be cut back. The canes 
of climbing roses were extensively killed or 
“singed” brown. Branches and twigs of weigela, 
deutzia, lilacs, privet hedge, azalea, numerous other 
ornamental or flowering shrubs were stricken. 
Many, while they survived, were so seriously af- 
fected as to need drastic cutting back. ths 
though they are sending out new foliage, tissues 
of such plants were so badly hurt that they will 
never recover a vigorous normal growth without 
pruning. Removing severely injured as well as 
dead wood relieves the rest of the plant from an 
overload during convalescence, means healthier 
growth later on.

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SWISS WALNUT TORTE called En- 
gadiner Nusstorte is named after 
the Engadine Valley in Switzerland, 

locale of the ‘Heidi’ story and of the 
famous ski resort, St. Moritz. In late aft- 
ernoons the skiers swoop down the moun- 
tain slopes and head for Handlesmann’s 
tea room, where wedges of this rich torte 
are served with cups of very hot coffee. 
Miss Rita Molter of Minneapolis, a 
recent visitor to St. Louis, makes the fill- 
ing for this torte by caramelizing sugar 
in a heavy skillet over high heat, stirring 
constantly until it begins to melt. Heat 
is reduced and cooking continued until 
it becomes a light brown. (Dark caramel 
is bitter.) Scalded cream is then added, 
a few drops at first, then in a thin stream,

stirring all the while. Nuts are added, 
and it is set aside to cool. 

To makg. cryst, shortening is cut into 
dry .ingredients as for pastry dough, 
grated lemon rind is stirred in and then 
a mixture of egg and cream is added to 
make a cookie-type dough. Half of 
dough is rolled out, either on lightly 
floured board or between pieces of 
waxed paper which is led off, to an 
ll-inch civehé. It is fit into a nine-inch 
pie pan and edges trimmed to pan size. 
Other half is rolled likewise and is 
placed on top after the filling has been 
poured in. Edges are crimped with a 
fork to seal and ornamental slits are cut 


in top for escape of steam. Rolling dough 
around rolling pin facilitates transferring 
from board to pan. Torte is baked until 
brown in a 375-degree oven for about 25 
to 30 minutes. This rich torte serves 
eight to 12 persons. 

INGREDIENTS: For the filling—one 
and one-fourth cups sugar, one te light 
cream (substitutes cannot be ), one 
cup English walnuts (either in halves or 
broken). For the cookie crust—two and 
one-fourth cups sifted all-purpose flour, 
one-fourth cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, two-thirds cup soft butter or mar- 
garine, one teaspoon grated lemon rind 
(optional), one egg plus one tablespoon 
light cream (add few drops" more of 
cream if dough is too dry).

1 Workman cleans soot and gum from stack of a cooled 
e kiln. The 15 stacks of a kiln must be cleaned before kiln 
is refilled with wood and relighted. Stacks are soil pipe, 18 
feet long, extending above ground down to about six inches 
above floor of kiln. Through them escapes most volatile 
matter and some tarry substances driven from wood by heat- 
ing. Workers judge charring progress by color of smoke from 
stacks. Ai first it is light in density, white in color. In late 
stages it is heavier, hovers over ground, is bluish. Each kiln 
has three trap doors in top. Through center trap door kiln is 
lighted to permit burning inside to spread down from the top. 


Wood in four-foot lengths moves inside by electric conveyor belt on 

mobile chute to fill kiln. It is stacked on top of log runners to permit 
air to get underneath. Wood is piled from back to front of kiln, almost 
to ceiling. These kilns have concrete floor and sides, are 22 feet wide, 
40 feet long, 15 feet high. Roof is of galvanized metal covered with soil. 
Each holds 35 cords of solidly stacked wood. Only woods used at this 
plant are oak-and hickory, most of which is from scrub, crooked trees. 
Wood brought by residents near plant is purchased by the cord. 


After wood has been burned, chute with conveyor belt is 
4. again wheeled into kiln and workman shovels charcoal on 
it for trip outside. Opening a full kiln is tricky business. Even 
after cooling several days, it may burst into flame when exposed 
to rush of oxygen, burning the contents to ashes. This plant 
hopes to gain a day in production time by installing system for 
water-cooling the kilns. Kilns at other Missouri charcoal plants 
are beehive-shaped structures on top of ground.

OOD CHARCOAL has been made by man 

for centuries in regions where ti r is 

abundant. :- In Missouri, charcoal-making 
became a minor industry after railroads pene- 
trated the Ozark timberlands. Charcoal, in those 
times, was in demand as a household fuel and 
was burned in braziers. A familiar sound in the 
streets was the cry of the charcoal peddler as 
he pushed his cart along. Then other fuels were 
introduced in the area, largely taking charcoal’s 
place. 

In recent years, Missouri's charcoal indus- 
try has ‘enjoyed new prosperity. Increased de- 
mands for the fuel parallel the public's growing 
interest in back yard barbecues, picnics, hunt- 
ing, fishing and other outdoor expeditions. 

Last year eight charcoal plants in the state 
did a total business of nearly $700,000, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the Missouri Divi- 
sion of Resources and Development. More than 
$300,000 of this business was outside Missouri. 
Timber valued at better than $200,000 went into 
the total output. More than 150 Missourians 
were employed at charcoal-making, received 


altogether something over $250,000 in wages, . 


salaries and commissions. 

Missouri's charcoal plants do not concern 
themselves with recovering such valuable by- 
products of charcoal-making as wood tar, ace- 
tone, wood spirit and acetic acid. It would not 
be worth while for them to compete with firms 
elsewhere in the nation whose specific purpose 
in making charcoal is to obtain the by-products. 

One of Missouri's charcoal plants is located 
near Henley, 155 miles southwest of St. Louis.

rticles, called “finds,” are taken in quantities to an- 
ant at Meta, 30 miles away. There they are used in 
iquets that carry the same brand name as the char- 
coal of the Henley plant, owned by L. K. Michael of St. Louis. 
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Three charcoal kilns dug out of hillside at plant near Henley, Missouri, 
are in even row in background. One at left has cooled and is being 
emptied of charcoal. One next to it is burning, as evidenced by smoke 
coming out “chimneys.” Door of this kiln, sealed with fire clay, is partly 
visible beyond top sack on truck. Kiln at far right, where there is no 
smoke, is cooling. Charcoal being brought from cooled kiln by conveyor 
belt is sacked as it tumbles from chute. Electric fan near man doing 
sacking blows dust from charcoal. Men at rear of truck bind 40-pound 
sacks, stack them on truck for trip to warehouse on grounds. 


One of the grimiest of charcoal operations—breaking up 
e charcoal after kiln has cooled. Workman here uses 

tato fork. Charcoal is brittle, is easily pounded into small 
pieces. Seven days is average time for a burning in these 
kilns, each of which produces 12 to 14 tons of charcoal. Main 
source of air during burning is space underneath corrugated 
stee] entrance door. As burning progresses, air vent is grad- 
ually sealed with fire clay. Charcoal has about one-fourth th 
weight and two-thirds the bulk of original wood. 2 


At the Meta plant, steaming, pillow-shaped tumble 
from molding machine. Wheel with uniform size mold inden- 
tions turns under hopper containing mixture of charcoal 
“tinds,” now’ ground into powder, water and starch. From 
here the hot briquets are taken by a conveyor into a gas 
drier. They are carried through the drier on a series of belts, 
tumble out dry and ready for sacking at the rate of about a 
ton an hour. Briquets are also fanned and screened fo re- 


move dust and broken particles before sacking.

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HESE TABLE SETTINGS out of Missouri's past were 

shown in a recent St. Louis-area house tour, They 

cover a span of 100 years beginning about 1785. Em- 
ployed in the table settings were authentic—and valuable 
—dishes, silverware, glassware, candlesticks, centerpieces, 
table covers and other decorative touches. They came 
from a number of sources, including the Missouri Historical 
Society, descendants of early Missourians, private collec- 
tions of Missouri heirlooms and antiques. 

The table settings reflect the international background 
characteristic of early Missouri and of family and business 
ties of Missourians with Europe. They also were expres- 
sions of eating habits and artistic tastes ranging from the 
austere to the elegant. 

In the absence of historical records describing early 
Missouri table settings, settings of the kind that could have 
been used when such historical figures as Lafayette visited 
Missouri were created with accessories of the proper period. 
The same was true for settings that reflected influences 
brought from Eastern states and from Europe during Mis- 
souri's fur-trade era. The history -in-table settings exhibit 
began with one from a French farmhouse, concluded with 
a setting of the type common on steamboats of the late 1800s. 

The tables were displayed at the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
E. Vernon Mastin, 40 Portland place, as part of a 10-stop, 
historical-interest house tour sponsored by the Missouri 
chapter of the Society of Colonial Dames of America. Tour 

roceeds will be used for restoration of Bolduc House at 

Ste. Genevieve, built about 1785 by Louis Bolduc, a mer- 
chant. The house, one of the oldest in the Mississippi 
Valley, was given to. the Colonial Dames in 1949 by a 
member of the organization. When restored it will be- 
come a public museum.

ANNVILLE, PA. 
Thirty-one years ago my husband Peter and | 
arrived im this country as Russian refugees. He 
was 28, the son of a Ukrainian farmer: | was 
20, the daughter of an Omsk businessman. 

As we were leaving the boat, Peter said to 
me, “Remember, Helena, in America everyone 
has equal responsibilities as well as equal rights. 
So when someone asks you to do something, 
never answer, ‘I can't.” Always tell them you'll 
try.” It was something I was never to forget. 

We found work on a dairy farm in Chester 
County, Pa., where the manager asked me if | 
could milk. Raised in a city, I'd never been near 
a cow; but recalling my husband’s word, | 
nodded and answered, “I try.” 

The manager gave me a white apron, a shiny 
new bucket and a stool. Then he pointed out 
the cows assigned to me. Trembling, | sat down 
beside one and tried to milk it—first with one 
hand, then with both. No milk came, and | 
began to cry. “Don't worry,” said the manager 


reassuringly. “You'll learn—if you just remem- 


ber to practice what you told me.” 

Many times during the difficult years that 
followed I was grateful for his understanding. 
When it seemed as though my husband and | 
would never be able to repay the passage money 
advanced us, I reminded Peter of those words, 


“I try.” We thought of them often during the 
Depression, when we lost our rented farm and 
Peter had to go back to work as a dairy hand. 
They encouraged us in 1941, when we decided 
to risk everything we owned on buying the then- 
dilapidated 74-acre farm we now live on. 

Our two married sons, David and’ Peter 
Samuel, have used our family byword cver 
since, as children, they first heard of my expe- 
rience with the cows. It‘ has given them con- 
fidence on occasions like the day David, aged 
7, was afraid to drive a plow horse; and the 
time our tractor broke down and Peter Samucl, 
who'd been attending industrial night school, 
assured his father he could overhaul it. 

Now the boys are teaching the motto to our 
five grandchildren. Recently | promised a minia- 
ture sewing machine as a present to David's 
daughter, Lois, if she could learn to operate our 
full-sized one. She looked at me smilingly, then 
answered shyly, “I try.” 

Our motto may sound rather simple for this 
complicated day and age, but it has helped us 
over some very rough spots during the pas!

When the subject of wiretapping comes up here—as it 
does every day, nowadays—someone usually recalls 
John Moaroe, a lobbyist-about-town. A few years ago, 
Monroe actually had so many taps on his line that his 
phone went out of order. 

Washington is the city where psychiatrists’ phones 
are tapped to learn about their patients, where park 
benches are wired with hidden mikes, where you can 
buy the contents of a hotel guest's wastebasket for $50 
and where the ordinary-looking citizen in the next 
apartment may be cavesdropping on you. According 
to one informed source, there is more wiretapping per 
capita here than in any other city in America.

Washington's most notorious case was the tapping 
of millionaire Howard Hughes’ phones m 1947.

While this occupied the headlines, cavesdroppers in 
dungarees scuffed around in an air vent and planted 
a microphone near Hughes’ hotel room.

State Department employes were so convinced their 
phones were monitored that Security Chief W. Scott 
McLeod felt called upon to reassure them. He per- 
sonally announced that State Departmeat phones were 
free of taps, except for a few under security investiga- 
tion. But many employes are still wondering. 

Occasionally the electronic eavesdroppers, whether 
Government gumshoes or private cyes, trip over cach 
other. There was the case of a certain Army officer. 
One security agency had planted a microphone in 
this officer’s home to check on his loyalty. He found 
the gadget, darkly concluded it had been planted by 
subversives and tipped off the Pentagon. A new squad 
of gumshoes, not kgowing the officer was under in- 
vestigation, started trailing the “spices.” This ring- 
around-a-rosy got nobody anywhere. 

The confusion is understandabic, though, consider- 
ing that among the official agencies tapping Washing- 
ton wires are the FBI, the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Coast Guard, Central Intelligence, Narcotics Bureau, 
postal inspection service and assorted Congressional 


committees. Some 70 Government agencies also have 
their own security officers who go in for electronic 
eavesdropping from time to time. 

Add to these the hordes of private investigators in 
Washington who are quite adept at the business and 
who—for a fee—are quite willing to plant a wiretap. 
Or unplant one. 

As elsewhere, Washington tappers use the latest 
electronic equipment (Pparape, April 24). There's 
tion without physical contact with the telephone wire: 
the miniature radio transmitter no bigger than a man’s 
fist; a sensitive microphone disguised as a wrist-watch 
which can be plugged into a pocket recording ma- 
chine. A prominent electronics inventor is perfecting 
a device which, he claims, will pick words off tele- 
phone wires sumply by aiming at them from as far as 
40 feet away. 


Too Many Visitors Spoil the Plant 


With all this equipment, the actual tapping isn’! 
difficult. The trick is to locate a suitable listening post. 
One security squad thought they had sotved such a 
problem when an unmarried woman agreed, as 4 
service to her country, to allow her ‘apartment to be 
used by the men.

One Pentagon wiretapper operated for months from 
the Washington Zoo.

How to fool taps: use sign language 


approach’ “the old man.” A loudspeaker, em- 
bedded in the Secretary's desk, told him all. 

Tap-conscious Washingtonians have devel- 
oped many tricks to fool the tappers. Many try 
to speak in cryptic language, intended to be un- 
intelligible to eavesdroppers. Often it’s just as 
unintelligible to the guy at the other end. Some 
speak in a code worked out in advance. One 
stock-market speculator, for example, disguises 
his stock purchases by placing phony orders 
with his broker. By the code words, the broker 
can tell which orders are genuine. 

If private citizens are tap-shy, so is the Gov- 
ernment. Top-secret lines are checked regularly 
by electronic engineers. The Government even 
laid gas-filled lines on the theory that tappers 
would puncture the lines and let out the gas. 
But these lines turned out not to be tap-proof: 
sensitive induction coils could pick up the con- 
versation without plugging into the line. 

Our diplomats, of course, become pretty well 
case-hardened as far as wiretapping is con- 
cerned» Nahum A. Bernstein, New York at- 
torney and wartime OSS instructor, says thie 
situation abroad is so “insecure” that it is neces- 
sary to teach elementary sign language to Amer- 
ican agents. A half-hour’s instruction can make 
a man proficient enough with hand signals to 
thwart a tap. 

Allied diplomats report that once they cross 
into the Soviet sphere, practically no place is 
safe to talk. Literally thousands of microphones 
are concealed in walls of buildings, in automo- 
biles, even in playgrounds. In our embassy in 
Moscow, U.S. agents uncovered a network of 
mikes buried several inches in cement walls, all 
connected to a main cable leading—presumably

licians the twitches is the ease with which re- 
corded conversations can be altered to change 
their meaning. A graphic demonstration was 
made by Robert Coar, director of the Joint 
House-Senate Radio Facilities, when Sir Win- 
ston Churchill made a speech before the House. 

Reporters covering the speech failed to catch 
some of the Prime Minister's words and asked 
to hear the tape recording. Coar’s office—as 
proof of what can be done to recorded state- 
ments—changed one paragraph. Sir Winston had 
said: “I come not to ask you for money. I come 
to ask you for military aid. We English are put- 
ting out all we can toward this effort.” 

What the reporters heard was this: “I come 
here to ask you for money. The English do as 
they please. What we do with your money is 
our business.” 

The reporters—who had just heard the original 
speech and were familiar with Sir Winston's 
voice—were completely duped. They kept right 
on taking notes until Coar called a halt and ex- 
plained the joke. 

Official Washington opinion on wiretapping, 
at least as stated publicly, varies. Head G-Man 
J. Edgar Hoover has said it “should not be per- 
mitted” except “in connection with offenses en- 
dangering the safety of the nation or the lives 
of human *eings....” Atty. Gen. Herbert 
Brownell, Jr., urging legislation to let the FBI 
tap phones and use the information thus se- 
cured in criminal prosecutions, said: “Such 
legislation is vital for the adequate safeguarding 
of our country and its way of life.” 

In any case, useful or not, wiretapping is an 
integral part of Washington life today. Asked 
what he thinks of the current wiretap scandal 
in New York, the average Washingtonian says 
only: “So?” .

plete cost of seeing a first baby through to its first birthday

HE THOUGHT OF National Baby Week (May 1-7) 
brings to most people a vision of unalloyed cute- 
ness like that on PARADE’s cover. To brand-new or 

prospective parents, it also brings visions of the first-year 
supply problem at right. 

Almost surrounded by the 674 Ibs. of food, plus the 
equipment and clothing needed to bring her to the bright- 
eyed, bumptious age of | is Sherrilou Schoenhardt, daugh- 
ter of a Salt Lake City, Utah, policeman. The items pic- 
tured are based on the needs of a first baby; later arrivals 
require just as much food, but fewer pieces of new 
clothing and equipment. . 

Not shown in the $602.08 display are $272 worth of 
medical and hospital bills, making the total $874.08. 
About $200 of it is spent bringing Baby into the world 
—for Mother’s prenatal care, anesthetics, delivery, post- 
partum care and hospital stay. Not all parents have to 
spend this in a lump sum—more and more are paying it 
piecemeal to organizations like Blue Cross and union or 
fraternal welfare funds—but, however financed, it repre- 
sents Baby's approximate original cost. 

Nor do all parents have to buy all the furniture brand 
new, though 1955's expected bumper crop of 4,000,000 
babies (largest in our history) is bound to create a 
scarcity of second-hand and hand-me~<down articles. 
Lucky parents presumably could get by on only the 
$140.07 worth of food and the $11.25 worth of diapers. 

Sherrilou’s food budget—that of an average baby with 
a healthy appetite and fed according to modern “demand 
feeding within reason” practices—is strictly an average 
and should not be used as a standard against your own 
or your neighbor's child's needs. However, the amounts 
were Checked against bulletins issued by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and modified after mterviews 
with professors of pediatrics, baby doctors—and parents. 
So they're a good national average. 

Many mothers have preferences that may change the 
figures to a degree. Nursing mothers, of course, will re- 
quire neither evaporated milk nor the corn sirup. Some 
use the fresh fruits and vegetables shown here at least 
part of the year; others use only canned foods because 


they make it easier to measure uniform amounts. Some 
use toast or plain bread instead of Zweiback; table sugar 
or dextrose (instead of corn sirup) and whole or pow- 
dered milk (instead of evaporated) in the formula. Also 
on the market are numerous prepared formulas. 

Shrewd buying makes some of the money spent on 
baby furniture a good investment for the future. The 
crib shown here has movable springs and adjustable rail- 
ings that allow it to be used—with the same mattress—up 
to the age of 6. The baby buggy has a body that can be 
removed to serve as a car bed or travel crib. The stroller 
has a seat with an adjustable back so Baby may lie down 
and sleep in it, and flexible springs for teeter-totter. It 
may also be adjusted to use as a walker when Baby is 
ready. 

Stretchable nylon socks may cost more than others, 
but their elasticity and durability allows them to be worn 
from infancy up until 18 months. Everything in the 
layette and clothing supply—except the three pairs of 
shoes—was selected because it is machine-washable and 
can be easily made available for reuse after soiling. The 
Trundle Bundle—a fitted blanket with a jacket-top, sack- 
bottom and zipper closing—is cheaper (and safer) than 
extra blankets. 


“Prepaid Babies"’ 

The only extravagances listed under “Equipment” are 
the electric bottle warmer (which also Can be used as a 
vaporizer) and the diaper dipper, which most mothers 
who don't have one would consider a good buy. 

A part—$72—of the medical bill goes for well-baby 
care (including inoculations) by a pediatrician, plus vita- 
mins and other medications. Some physicians have insti- 
tuted prepaid health plans for Baby which, for $60 to 
$75, take care of all well-baby examinations and triple- 
vaccine inoculations, though not the cost of vitamins. 

Healthy babies usually don’t run up extra medical bills 
during the first year. In any case, antibiotics have ban- 
ished many of the diseases Baby used to get. All told, 
$874.08 is a pretty accurate figure.

better than ever before 


Today the price tag on a baby can vary from a fraction 
of Sherrilou’s budget to several hundred dollars more— 
usually for de luxe equipment and clothes. “If a man has 
an extra dollar to spend,” says her father, “chances are 
he'll spend it on Baby—but he’s really spending it to 
satisfy himself. Baby doesn’t know, and doesn't care, if 
her layette cost $6 or $600.” 

Regardless of the cost, 1955's babies are reaping the 
benefit of research into new materials, equipment—and an 
insight into their needs that few babies ever had before. 

Today's layette is a far cry from Grandma’s lacy, 
handmade frills that required nine months to make and 
seldom did their proper job of keeping Baby comfort- 
able. Snaps and zippers largely have replaced the 
strings and bows of yesteryear, and fancy dresses have 
given way to creepers and shirt dresses—now usually in 
pastel shades instead of the traditional soilable white. 
Lightweight, aviator-type outdoor clothing allows warmth 
without weight, and Baby nearly always grows out of it 
long before wearing it out. 

The traditional three-cornered folded diapers still are 
overwhelmingly preferred, but clumsy first-time parents 
find new form-fit diapers easier to apply. Disposable 
diapers and plastic diaper covers have greatly simplified 
the old parental chore. - 

The average baby requires two to three complete 
changes of clothing daily, but synthetic fibers plus mod- 
ern electric washing machines and driers have minimized 
the basic number of clothes needed, as well as the time 
Mother need spend caring for them. (There also are 
fewer allergies caused by synthetic fibers than by wool.) 

In many modern homes, one significant break from 
tradition (luckily for Baby) is the replacement of the 
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NEW FATHER: He holds his 


high chair by low-slung feeding tables. 
Manufacturers never could lower the 
center of gravity of the old high chair 
sufficiently to prevent it from tumbling 
over, with Baby trapped inside. Sev- 
eral variations of the “Baby-Tenda” 
now give Baby almost untippable eat- 
ing quarters and can be used later as 
play tables. In general, baby furniture 
—coated with . nontoxic paints and 
topped with plastic teething rails—is 
far safer than before. 

The introduction of plastics has 
made available items like wading pools 
and a wide selection of designed-for- 
Baby toys that otherwise would be un- 
thinkable in an avcrage-income house- 
hold. Plastic dishes and eating utensils 
also are safer-and cheaper than the 
items they replaced. New-type mat- 
tresses and pads are waterproof and 
have “breathing holes” that minimize 
: the chances of Baby’s smothering him- 
; self. 

Gadgets introduced during the past 
few years make life much simpler for 
parents. (In fact, many of them were 
invented by frustrated parents—often 
as the start of a lucrative business.) 
There are diaper dippers, used to hold 
dirty diapers while rinsing; rubber cups 
to hold bottles so they can be bounced 
without breaking; portable cribs that 
fold into small suitcases for travel; a 
portable potty with disposable poly- 
ethylene liners; automobile plug-in bot- 
tle warmers that work off the cigarette

Today’s alert pediatricians and child 
psychologists are finding a path some- 
where midway between the harsh dis- 
cipline of Grandma's time (which was 
hard on the babies) and the discipline- 
is-a-dirty-word school of more recent 
times (which was hard on the parents). 
The 1955 advice is: “Love your baby. 
Spend as much time with it as possible. 
Above all, use your common sense and 
good judgment to answer problems as 
they arise.” 


Feeding has become a compromise © 


between self-demand (in which babies 
were given food whenever they wanted 
it) and strict discipline (in which they 
were fed on an exact timetable). Most 
1955 babies are fed according to their 
own individual needs without impos- 
ing too rigid a schedule on the parents. 
There will be no more frantic mothers 
to report, as one did to Dr. Joseph 
Lapin, a New York pediatrician, that 
she had fed her 10-day-old baby 23 
times in the previous 24 hours to avoid 
frustrating him. 
Don’t Overfeed Baby 


' Nor must a baby be fed precisely the 
scientific measurement of ounces at the 
appointed time—even if it means stuff- 
ing food in its mouth and clamping its 
jaws shut around it. Set a limited, elas- 
tic schedule based on, say, a 3-to-5- 
hour interval. Don't feed the baby more 
than he wants, even if your neighbor's 
infant eats twice as much. This way 
you won't end up in six months with 
an overstuffed, obese baby. 

Dr. Paul Rasmussen, Professor of 
Pediatrics at the University of Utah 
portant thing is “how a mother feels 
about what she’s giving the baby, and 
how Baby feels about what it’s getting 
from Mother, and whether Mother and 
Baby enjoy the process together.” 

The questions of what kind of food 
to give Baby, when to start feeding 
solids and when to allow Baby to join 
the family eating circle, have been de- 
bated for years. Over 2,000 U.S. pedia- 
tricians recently provided data for a 
survey conducted by the Quarterly Re- 
view of Pediatrics on the proper time 
to start feeding solids. Grandma never 
would have tolerated slid foods for 
babies much under a year old. But the 
prevailing opinion today prescribes 
solid foods around the third or fourth 
month. | 

In bygone years, doctors recom- 
mended feeding meat no sooner than 
toward the end of the first year. Lately, 
meat has been introduced during the 
first few weeks. Usually, around the 
seventh to ninth month, a child will cat 
almost anything put near it. 

Today there are over 60 different 
kinds of prepared baby food, repre- 
senting a large part of a $5,000,000,000 
industry. Baby may be slightly more ex- 
pensive-to feed than he used to be. He’s 
also easier to live with. | =

The town that wants to FORGET 


Four months after ‘Dr. Sam’ Sheppard was convicted of murder, his 


family and neighbors still are haunted by the shadow of his tragedy

BAY VILLAGE, OHIO. 
I have just been visiting this well-to-do suburb of 
Cleveland, which, last summer, burst hke a thunder- 
clap into front-page headlines following the brutal, 
mysterious murder of Marilyn Sheppard. 

I have talked to the people of Bay Village—business- 
men, housewives, soda jerks. And I have talked to 
Dr. and Mrs. Richard Sheppard, brother and sister- 
in-law of the convicted “Dr. Sam,” who showed me 
one of Dr. Sam’s intimate letters written from his 
county jail cell. 

Bay Villagers are like average people all over the 
U. S. They dress the same, they talk the same. If there 
is anything superficially “different” about Bay Village, 
it is the absence of poverty. (“At Christmas, the 
Kiwanis tried to find a poor, needy family, but they 
just couldn't,” said one Villager.) 

Yet, since last summer Bay Village has been sharply 
set apart from other U. S. towns. It no longer is ano- 
nymous. The slaying, the overpublicized trial, the 
deaths shortly afterwards of Dr. Sam’s parents (his 
mother a suicide; his father from internal hemorrhage) 
have produced a feeling of community guilt and de- 
fensiveness because of the “tragedy in our town.” 

For this regson, Bay Village is trying to forget. It 
isn't easy. Just about everyone in town knew a mem- 
ber of the Sheppard family or someone close to them. 
The harsh circumstances of the crime and the emo- 
tional tug-of-war that followed caused Villagers to 
“take sides”—some for-Dr. Sam, some against. 

Even today, people here disagree about the case. 
Some talk freely, others resent being questioned. Here 
are typical opinions of Bay Villagers now: 

The majority, who say Dr. Sam is guilty: 


“I think he was rather irresponsible,” one woman 
told me. “I don’t think he did it premeditated—al- 
though he’s quite a thinker. Maybe he was trying to 
make the perfect crime out of it.” 

Those who believe he is not guilty: 

“People who know Sam and his family say definitely 
that he did not do it.” This came from a man who lives 
not far from Dr. Sam’s now empty house. 

Sull another prevalent feeling: 

“The murder was bad enough, but even worse was 
all the gossip that spread through town,” said one 
housewife. “Then there were people, we assume out- 
siders, who stopped in front of the Sheppard family 
homes yelling obscene remarks. It was frightening.” 

And finally: 


“It’s a stinking mess. Let us alone so we can forget

A. “If yours was a civil marriage, I 
can understand your wanting to 
marry in a religious ceremony. 
This you could do very quietly 
with your parents and intimate 
friends as witnesses. | would not 
recommend your trying now to 
have the big wedding you once 
wanted. If you are known in your 
community as married people — 
have a home together—such a cere- 
mony as you describe might in 
some way be misunderstood. 


Q. My 11-year-old sister is going 
to be my flower girl. My question 
is: what kind of shoes should she 
wear?—R.W., Newark, N. Y. 


A. She should wear black patent- 
leather slippers—the kind with the 
Strap over the instep—with either 
matching socks, if she still is a 
“little” girl, or nylon stockings. If 
she is beginning to look a little 
grown up, she could wear stock- 
ings with black patent-leather low- 
heeled pumps. 


Q. My mother died a year ago.

‘Mrs. Smith's Daughter’) .” 


Q. Do the minister, groom and best 
man enter from the vestry in that 
order to await the bride? Since not 
one bride in 20 wears gloves now- 
adays, should the groom and best 
man go gloveless also, even though 
all the ushers are duly gloved?— 
E.T., Bridal Consultant, New York, 
N. Y. 


A. The minister, then the groom 
and the best man, together, with 
the best man at the groom’s right, 
enter in that order. They do not 
wear gloves, as they both have to 
handle the ring. While it is true 
that most brides today do not wear 
gloves, most of them wear long- 
sleeved gowns that obviate the ne- 
cessity for gloves. When they wear 
short-sleeved gowns, gloves are 
recommended and the third finger 
of the left-hand glove is slit, or lace 
mitts are worn.

A $6-a-day 


- Island Vacation

To the friendly fisherfolk of Grand 
Manan—a rocky island 30 miles off the 
coast of New Brunswick, in eastern 
Canada—tourists are people, not dollas 
signs. Once, when the local boat service 
stranded a tourist’s auto on the main- 
land, he complained to an Island fisher- 
man. So the native handed over his own 
car for the tourist's entire visit. 

That's Grand Manan: isolated, tiny 
(17 miles by 5; pop. 3,000), busy (a 
center for Bay of Fundy herring and 
lobster fishing)—but hospitable, warm 
and friendly. “Summer people” are 
swallowed up into the Island’s easy pace. 
This makes for an enjoyable vacation— 
and an economical one. A visit to Grand 
Manan costs only a fraction of normal 
vacation expense. 


For instance: Howard and Elinor 
Seaver, the New Canaan, Conn., couple 
on these pages, spent a week on Grand 
Manan. Yet their total outlay ran just 
over $100. For room and meals at Ruth 
Wooster’s Guest Barn, they paid $6 a 
day each. The rest of the money went in 
dribbles: $2 apiece for an all-day boat - 
trip to neighboring islands, plus a fresh 
fish chowder dinner aboard; a few dol- 
lars for “souvenirs,” mostly boxes of 


smoked herring they sent to friends. 


Grand -Manan offers no organized 
recreation, no glittering White Way. 
There are no bars or night clubs (the 
sale of liquor is forbidden), no dance 
halls, no penny arcades or souvenir 
shops. But the island’s best pastimes, the 
Seavers found, are free. They spent

hours hiking on well-marked trails, in- 
vestigated lobster sheds and fishing 
boats, visited lighthouses, explored ship- 
wrecks. At night, they turned in early, 
like most Islanders; they slept soundly 
in the tangy salt air. 

And no Grand Mananer was ever too 
busy to help them have a good time. 
When they wanted to go bicycling, some- 
one suggested they phone Jerry L’Aven- 
ture, owner of the Anchorage, a rival 
guest house. He offered them bikes for 
nothing. Herring fishermen were de- 
lighted to take them along as passengers 
to the herring weirs, where millions of 
silvery fish were trapped and scooped 
into the boat with nets. 

As they biked and hiked around the 
island, they talked and they listened: to 
skipper Gleason Green as he told of the 
Fundy fogs and the men who had been 
lost in them; to lighthouse keeper Grim- 
mer Ingersoll as he recalled the woman 
keeper who burned to death at her post; 
to lobsterman Getchel Lambert as he 
explained lobster fishing and scooped 
(wo 6-pound specimens off the bay floor 
to demonstrate; to dozens of fishermen 
delighted to spin yarns of the treacher- 
ous Bay of Fundy shoals. They caught 
the flavor-of the sea and the people who 
live by it.

The adolescent has the toughest time getting up, be- 
cause adolescents wage a constant, if unknowing, battle 
against authority, and early adulthood is the second most 
difficult period for upgetting, Siegle said.

Decisions, 
decisions, decisions! 


The whole day will look much more pleasant, he ex- 
plained, if it is decided the previous evening exactly what 
clothing will be worn, what early-morning schedule will be 
followed, right down to the finest detail. 

Instead of fighting the alarm clock, don’t. If you can’t 
whip it, join it—get up, ugh, an entire hour earlier: give 
yourself plenty of leisure time and watch life unfold in 

. early morn happiness. One entire family of expert morning 
grouches, shot full of ambiguity, revolutionized their whole 
existence, he pointed out. 


Everybody took turns preparing breakfast. A whole 
hour was allowed for the breakfast period, with coffee and 
juice served in the living room, plus pleasant conversation 
and discussion of the day’s plans. 


“The first week was difficult,” Siegle said. Yes. 


However, after that the mornings brought pleasant an- 
ticipation and turned out to be one of the nicest times of 
the day. 

“It’s a lot easier to change our own viewpoint than to 
change the complexities of modern life,” said Siegle, with 
a certain confidence—before he got into this sleep study he 
had an awful time getting up himself.

Merely reduce that ambiguity, line yourself up some pleas- 
ant prospects, and set that alarm even earlier. As soon as 
we discover how to avoid turning it off and going back to 
sleep we'll report further.

Garbo: Legend and Lady 


Beginning the Fascinating Life Story of ‘The Worlds' Most Alluring Spinster’

6 ¢ QHE was gifted with gen- 

G ius, and led one of those 

exceptional existences 

which cannot be judged by or- 
dinary standards.” 


So wrote Balzac of George 
Sand, the French novelist. So, 
also, might one write of Greta 
Garbo, the Swedish-born actress. 
Her life has been frustrated, 
like Sand’s and every other ar- 
tist’s but hers perhaps more so 
than most, because she is Greta 
Garbo, a woman who has be- 
come a legend in her own life- 
time. 


One of the ironies of Garbo’s 
life is that she became a legend 
against her will. As a child, she 
wanted to be an actress, like 
thousands of other girls before 
her .and since, and she also 
wished to escape being poor, an- 
other desire that is not uncom- 
mon. In the course of satisfying 


these two ambitions she be- 
came the most celebrated ac- 
tress the screen has ever seen, 
as well as one of the wealthiest 
and, perhaps as an inevitable 
concomitance, one of the lone- 
liest. 

“I never said, ‘I want to be 
alone,” Greta Garbo told a 
friend not long ago. “I only 
said, ‘I want to be let alone,’ 
There is all the difference.” 

Mystery intrigues, and it is 
not in human nature to leave it 
alone, especially when the mys- 
tery appears in the form of a 
beautiful woman. Whether by 
accident .or design, Garbo has 
made herself the most enchant- 
ingly mysterious woman of her 
time. By the expedient of al- 
most never talking about her 
private affairs, even to her 
friends, she has managed to keep 
her origins as obscure as her 
present activities and future 
plans. Except at the outset of 
her careér, she granted no inter- 
views, signed no autographs, at- 
tended no premieres, answered 
no fan mail, indorsed no prod- 
ucts, and for a long period kept 
her address and telephoné num- 
ber a secret from Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer, the studio that em- 
ployed her. To keep in touch 
with their elusive star, MGM 
found it necessary to put one of 
Garbo’s friends, who was privy 
to her whereabouts, on the pay- 
roll at $250 a week.

HAT remains hidden is the 
W cause of the strange, un- 
quenchable drive that has 
propelled Garbo in her perpetual 
and agonized flight from the eyes 
of the world, 

“Being in the newspapers is 
awfully silly to me,” she once 
said in a rare interview. “It is 
all right for important people 
who have something to¢contrib- 
ute to talk. I have nothing to 
contribute.” 

These remarks, though admir- 
ably modest, are oddly mislead- 
ing, for privately Garbo has a 
keen sense of her importance, as 
everybody who knows her well is 
aware. The mystery is wby she 
denies it, why. she has never 
been able to accept being Greta 
Garbo. 

Rather than be Garbo she pre- 
fers to masquerade as Miss Har- 
riet Brown. Hiding behind that 
drab and faceless fiction, 
strolls the streets of New York, 
Paris, London and Vienna, often 
stopping to browse in antique 
shops, where, if she asks that 
some piece be ~—— for her 
(she almost never Buys), she re- 
luctantly gives her name as Har- 
riet Brown, fooling nobody, per- 
haps not even herself. But her 
desire to avoid playing the role 
of Garbo before strangers is 
overpowering. She has never 
fully understood the part. 

The character of Garbo, to its 
creator, is an image that exists 
only on the screen. In that form 
she regards herself in the 
interest and affection that she 
might have for a rather good 
friend. Occasionally, when she 
feels like renewing this friend- 
ship, she goes to the Museum of 
Modern Art, in New York, which 
has a large film library, and in 
company of a museum official 
with whom she is well acquain- 
ted looks at a private showing 
of one of her pictures. As the 
film unfolds she comments to 
her companion on her actions on 
the screen, always referring to 
herself in the third person.

Was remark, “she’s go- 
ing to ask for money. 

Then she'll go outdoors and 

smoke a cigare Oh my, look 

at the way she’s done her hair.” 

While the film is showing she 
is at ease, animated and gay. 
When it is over and her image 
has vanished from the screen, 
she again becomes the woman of 
legend, pensive and wuneasy. 
Turning up her coat collar and 
pulling down the brim of her 
floppy hat, she strides out of 
the museum, looking neither to 
right nor left, and back into a 
world that is not as real to her 
as the one she has just left. 

For more than a quarter of 
a century, Garbo'’s admirers on 
six continents have contended 
with one another in trying to

describe her particular spell. 
Their prolonged and enchanting 
verbal skirmish has been trip- 
pingly fought on the field of 
superlatives. Garbo has been 
called “The Divine” in several 
languages and not a few dia- 
lects. Today,, at 49, Greta has 
lost none of her power to evoke 
the superlative phrase. Once “the 
First Lady of Hollywood,” she 
can now rejoice in her position 
as “the world’s most alluring 
spinster.” Age cannot wither a 
legend. 

Whatever else Garbo may regp- 
resent, she is undeniably i 
classic symbol of womanly 
beauty in our time, Other women 
may be more beautiful, as even 
some of Garbo’s most ardent 
admirers have acknowledged, but 
she alone has been universally 
accepted as the latter-day Helen 
of Troy. 


oe . . 
HE effect of her magic 
T looks is everywhere evi- 
dent, because Garbo has 
probably had aé greater in- 


fluence on the appearance of 
women today than any other 
person. Her classic features be- 
came the standard in fashion 
drawings, and even the manne- 
quins in store windows began 
to bear an arresting resemblance 
to the enigmatic actress. Unwit- 
tingly, she set the style for the 
wearing of slacks,’ low-heeled 
shoes and wide-brimmed hats 
that hide the face. These things 
were more easily copied than 
the so-called Garbo manner—the 
slow, quiet, graceful motions 
combined with an air of weary 
and melancholy dignity—but 
that, too, was widely aped. The 
imitations, however skillfully 
contrived, were bound to be 
nothing but pale carbon copies. 

As an actress, Garbo is also 
unique. Since her departure 
from the screen, nobody has 
taken her place, or seriously 
tried to, or could. Critics-have 
often likened her to two of the 
greatest actresses of another 
day, Sarah Bernhardt ‘and Eleo- 
nora Duse. This accolade Gar: 
bo finds embarrassing. Shortly 
after completing one of her most 
remarkable films, “Camille,” a 
work in which both Bernhar 
and Duse won world-wide ac- 
claim on the stage, Garbo was 
present at a small party attend- 
ed by close friends. One of the 
elder of them enthusiastically 
remarked that her performance 
of the role was superb, even 
finer than Duse’s. Without say- 
ing a word, Garbo sprang from 
her chair and rushed from the 
room. 

“Her face was white as chalk,” 
one of the guests has since re- 
called. “She valued the compli- 
ment, of course, but her mod- 
esty made hearing it unendur- 
able agony.” ~

Bernhardt—and that can never 
be truly known because Greta 
will not appear on the stage— 
she is personally in their tradi- 
e Duse, she leads a 

ious, seclusive life, and seems 
to belong to no time or place. 
“I am a vagahond, a nomad,” 
Duse used to say of herself. And 
Garbo had said of herself, “I 
am a wanderer, just a wan- 
derer.” 


Unlike Duse and Bernhardt, 
Garbo has never married, but 
her attachments, like theirs, 
have been many and often wide- 
ly publicized. ' 


In another respect Garbo de- 
parts radically from the tradi- 
tion of Duse-and Bernhardt, 
who were so mercilessly driven 
by the urge to act that they car- 
ried on in their profession, de- 
spite all manner of reverses, 
almost to the moment they died, 


when both were very far along 
in years. By contrast, Garbo 
gave up’ acting without a strug- 
gle when she was in her middle 
thirties, at the peak of her pow- 
ers. Her life as a-.star had ex- 
tended over a period of 15 years, 
more than twice’ the average 
Hollywood span, and she had 
become firmly established as the 
most famous screen actress in 
the world. 


In all, she had been starred 
in 24 films, several of which 
have come to be regarded by 
critics as permanent classics of 
the -s¢reen, and yet she never 
won an Oscar. It is ironic, but 
that’s the way it is with legends. 


Garbo, the living legend, is 
descended from six generations 
of farmers and this fact cannot 
be dismissed as a matter of 
slight importance. On the con- 
trary, her genealogy is of sig- 
nificance, for her myriad ances- 
tors had a profound influence in 
shaping her physical and men- 
tal being. If she is a peasant at 
heart, as her friends have often 
said, there is a reason. 


Garbo was born in Stockholm, 
Sweden, Sept. 18, 1905. She was 
the third child born to: Karl 
Alfred Gustafsson and his wife 
Anna Lovisa. The baby was 
christened Greta Lovisa Gustafs- 
son. She had been preceded in 
the family by a sister, Alva, and 
a brother, Sven. \ 

“I was the youngest,” she re- 
called many years later, “but 
they always treated me as the 
oldest. Nobody ever thought of 
me as a little girl.”

ROM the time she was born 
F untii she left Sweden, Greta 

lived with her family in a four- 
room, cold-water flat on the 
fourth floor of a five-story, walk- 
up apartment on Blekingegatan 
street in Stockholm’'s South Side. 

As a child, Greta was plump, 
towheaded, healthy and tract- 
able. Her nickname was “Keta,” 
derived from the way she pro- 
nounced her name when she was 
very small; Her life as a little 
girl was in no way unusual, ex- 
cept that she had few dolls or 
other toys, but neither did the 
majority of her playmates. 

In late August of 1912, two 
weeks before her seventh birth- 
day, Greta began attending 
school. However, her formal 
education ended abruptly after 
seven years. She was obliged 
to drop out of school in 1919, 
when her father was taken seri- 
ously ill. His illness was pro- 
longed. The family, left with- 
out a breadwinner, was soon 
penniless, Greta’s mother, sister 
and brother all went to work to 
provide an income, while Greta 
stayed at home to take care of 
her father. 


After her father’s death, which 


a 


occurred early in 1920, Greta 
made up her mind not to return 
to school. She told her mother 
she planned to go to work in- 
stead. Though Mrs. Gustafsson 
was not in sympathy with this 
move, the family was having a 
hard time paying its bills, so 
Greta's decision was not seri- 
ously opposed. Now 14, she had 


‘grown rapidly; her mature ap- 


pearance and manner belied her 
age. She was already five feet, 
six inches tall, only an inch 
shorter than she is today. Her 
height, combined with the re- 
sponsibilities she had shouldered, 
had forced her prematurely to 
take on grown-up ways. She 
looked and acted like a young 
woman. She had been denied, 
along with many other things, 
the luxury of girlhood 


Greta obtained her first job 


‘in a neighborhood barbershop, 


operated by a man named Einer 
Wideback, where she was em- 
ployed as a “soaplather girl.” 
This was not, at the time, an 
uncommon occupation in Sweden.

FTER two months at Wide- 

back’s shop, she left to take 

the same kind of a job in a 
larger establishment situated on 
Gotegatan, about a mile from her 
home. Her second employer was 
Arthur F. Ekengren, whose wife 
worked in the shop as cashier. 
According to Mrs. Ekengren’s 
recollection, Greta was paid a 
weekly wage of four kronor, or 
approximately one dollar, and 
made an almost equal amount in 
tips 
«Me could do anything she 
set her hand to,” Mrs. Eken- 
gren yu 4 “She was really 
one of the st beaufiful crea- 
tures I have ever seen. She was 
more filled-out' in those days, 
almost buxom, and she simply 
radiated happiness. I remember 
she was wild about Car! Brisson. 
She used to sing his songs—she 
knew them all—and she had her 
locker, where she kept her 
smock and wraps, covered with 
pictures of him.” 


While working as a soaplather 
girl, Greta was dreaming’ of 
something quite different from 
making good as a woman barber. 
She was stage-struck. She had 
set her mind on becoming an 
actress. 

This ambition, considering her 
circumst@mees and background, 
might seem on the surface al- 
most inexplicable: There was no 
theatrical tradition in her fam- 
ily; she had never been fired 
by interest in the drama while 
in school; had never met an 
actor or actress, and had, in 
fact, been inside a theater not 
more than four or five times in 
her life. But none of those 
things, as the careers of theater 
people so often demonstrate, is 
important. What secret demon 
drives them to embrace the 
world of make-believe is their 
private mystery. 

However, to Greta, as no 
doubt to many other aspiring 
actresses, almost any other 
world looked more inviting than 
the one she lived in. 


In 1920, when she was still 
working in the Ekengren barber- 
shop, Stockholm, then a city of 
slightly more than 400,000 peo- 
ple, had 12 legitimate theaters in 
operation. Few American cities 
of similar size, then or now, can 
boast even one. As people who 
cherish the theater, the Swedes 
have a high regard for the act- 
ing profession. Parents encour- 
age their children to enter it. 


-— .— «2 
RETA needed no encourage- 
ment, of a parental nature or 
any other kind. She had re- 

solved to go on the stage. She had 

no clear notion of how she was go- 
ing to realize her ambition, but 
she had known for some time 
that the theater and theatrical 
people were all that interested 
her. The two most popular thea- 
ters within walking distance of 

Stockholm’s South Side were the 

Sodra and the Moseback. Those 

were Greta’s shrines. Though 

she couldn’t afford to enter 
them, she began, when she was 

9 years old, to stand around the 

stage doors, watching the actors 

and actresses arrive and depart. 

That continued to be her favor- 

ite recreation for many years. 

However sunny Greta’s dis- 
position may have been around 
the Ekengren barbershop, she 
found the work there unreward- 
ing in many ways, and began 
looking for a better job. Her 
sister Alva, who worked as a 
stenographer in the office of an 
insurance company, had two 
friends who were clerks in 
Paul U. Bergstrom’s department 
store, an emporium customarily 
referred to in Stockholm as Pub, 
after the founder's initials. It 
was, and is, one of the city’s two 
largest department stores, and at 
that time had about 600 em- 
ployes. 

Alva's friends suggested that 
Greta apply: for work at Pub. 
Toward the end of July 1920 she 
filled out an application, and on 
the twenty-sixth of that month 
she was hired as a trainee in the 
millinery department. After a 
couple of months, she became a 
full-fledged clerk. Her salary, 
according to the store’s person- 
nel records, was 125 kronor a 
month, or about $25. This was 
a respectable sum at that time, 
when the krona had nearly twice 
the purchasing power that it has 
nowadays. 


For the first time in her life 
Greta had a little spare money 
of her own. Once in a while she 
was able to go to the theater or 
the movies.

MOUNTBATTEN is a gay and 
jaunty storybook admiral — but 
this outward appearance can be 
deceptive in the new sea lord 
whom Queen Elizabeth II and 
the Duke of Edinburgh call 
“Uncle Dickie.” 

The Duke is his nephew and 
was brought up as a son by 
the Mountbattens from the age 
of 8 The admiral is still his 
idol. 

Lord Mountbatten and his 
charming wife Edwifia are prob- 
ably closer to the royal family 
than any other couple in Eng- 
land. Some have called them 
the power behind the throne. 
“Uncle Dickie” played Cupid “in 
the romance of his nephew and 
Queen Elizabeth.

Drifts of Dogwood: 
On Every Hillside

SPRIG of dogwood which arrived by mail from the 

Dennys down at Blue Spring reminds us it is time for 

-a trip afield. And certainly if the opportunity comes 
to play hookey for a day, there are plenty of roads leading 
; into the Ozark country 
which we would find re- 
warding. For the next 
week or so, snowdrifts of 
dogwood blossoms will be 
banked on every hillside, 
some of it perhaps touched 
by the late freeze but beau- 
tiful, nevertheless. Nor is

Since we like solitude, we’re likely to follow back roads 
on our too-infrequent jaunts; turning aside on Forest Service 
truck trails or down some small stream where the wheel 
tracks meander back and forth across the gravel bed. The 
only thing this requires is an intimate knowledge of the ter- 

' rain or an accurate map if we want to be sure of getting 
home for supper. But along these obscure trails there is no 
problem of traffic, while we can picnic undisturbed beside 
any .bit of water we encounter, Here the dogwood alwayst 
seems more spectacular and wild flowers more abundant. 
Fox squirrels cross the road in leisurely fashion, unalarmed 
by the car, and there’s always a chance of seeing a doe with 
her fawn following along behind.

There are many interesting trips of a day or 

two which can be made throughout the St. Louis 
area. The river road up through Lincoln and Pike 
counties to Elsberry, Clarksville, Eolia and Louisi- 
ana is one of these. There’s real beauty in the 
hilis along the Missouri leading to the river towns 
of Washington, Hermann and New Haven, with a 
stop to visit the Arboretum at Gray Summit along 
the way. The quiet, shaded streets and picturesque 
and historic French colonial homes of Ste. Gene- 
vieve have a way of calling us back each year. But 
most of all, we enjoy a weekend in the country of 
the big springs which lie in Carter and Shannon 
counties to the south of us.

@ IF ONE STARTS from St. Louis there are several routes 
which can be followed into thi§ part of the Ozarks. Our 
favorite is Highway 21 and on the chance that you may fol- 
low this route, we'll offer a few suggestions on things to see 
and places to eat and stay. This highway plunges into hilis 
which afford magnificent scenery almost as sdonm as you 
leave the city, with an especially gineyshow of dogwood 
blossoms in the cut-over woodlands. You'll pass through 
Hillsboro and, a few miles farther along after you've crossed 
Big river, will want to turn aside for a visit to Washington 

State Park, noted for its cedar glades and wild flowers.

Next comes Old Mines, a settlement scattered 

for several miles along Old Mines creck, which 

dates back to the very earliest history of Missouri. 

Hydraulic mining for barytes is the chief industry 

: in this area today and is one which hardly makes 

for scenic beauty. Yet there are many picturesque 

log homes, still lived in by descendants of Brittany 

miners who came here 200 years or more ago. 

Potosi is a busy, bustling town and a typical hill- 

country county seat, with little remaining of the 

sleepy picturesqueness which I recall from 40 years 

ago. Yet there are a few fine old homes that can 

be enjoyed if you care to turn aside and drive the 

back streets at leisurely pace. Next comes Cale- 

donia, which also.boasts a fine old brick home or 

two and a little church of soft red brick which 

houses the oldest Presbyterian congregation west 

of the Mississippi.

@ SOUTH OF CALEDONIA lies our Belleview Valley 
where the limestone soils support green pastures and fat 
cattle which are, at least to our minds, unsurpassed in the 
efitire expanse of the Ozarks.

The highway in this area traverses the Clark National 
Forest where pine shows vivid green against the pale new 
foliage of scarlet oak and the understory of dogwood. And 
now, even though you're limited to a two-day weekend, you 
have a wide choice of sights to see and places to stay, for 
you're coming to the Current river country and the land 
of the big springs. Four of the most beautiful and spec- 
tacular of these can be visited in a single day, though any 
one of them is worth the entire trip. These are Big Spring 
at Van Buren, Alley Spring near Eminence, Blue Spring 
not far from where Highway 106 crosses the Current at 
Powder Mill Ferry, and Round Spring some 30 miles to the 
north of Highway 19. 

This part of the Ozark country is well supplied today 
with accommodations for the traveler. At Van Buren are 
motor courts, the Rose Cliff hotel and comfortable cottages 
at Big Spring State Park. Eminence has modern cottages, 
the comfortable Riverview Hotel and country style meals 
at Mrs. Rayfield's hotel that you won't want to miss. Others 
in the area are Twin Rivers Ranch and the lodge at Round 
Spring. And certainly one of our favorites is Blue Spring 
Lodge, on Current river some two miles below Powder 
Mill, where the Dennys dispense hospitality in one of the 
most beautiful and picturesque settings in the entire Ozark 
country. Just writing about it, we've sold ourselves, so don't 
be surprised if you stumble across the Halls in your travels.

HOLLYWOOD, April 30. 


HERE’S a madness in the 

land. Schoolmarms hum and 

tap their feet as they watch 
the coldblooded murder of the 
King’s English, rhythmic folk- 
lore pours forth from Broadway 
Wkeboxes and Tennessee class- 
rooms, and Walt Disney. is a 
ha man—for Davy Crockett 
rides again. Crockett, who was— 


Born on a mountain top in Tenn- 
a-see, 
Greenest state in the land of

He killed  nimself a-B’AR-R-R 
when he was only three. 


Crockett, as everyone knows, 
was one of the great pioneering 
scouts and frontiersmen, and 
soldier and politician to beot. 
Born in Hawkins county, Ten- 
messeé, in 1786, he ran away 
from home on his fourth day at 
school, and didn’t learn to read 
until he was 18. This fact has 
been concealed skillfully in the 
20 verses of the “Ballad of Davy 
Crockett,” (the first verse of 
which is quoted above) there be- 
ing little doubt that millions of 
children would follow their 
hero's. example if they knew 
about it. 


Disney, on the other hand, 
stayed in school and learned to 
read and write at an early age. 
His early childhood was spent 
in Marceline, Missouri, and 
among other things he became 
enormously interested in the 
legends of Mark Twain, and in 
early Americans generally, in- 
cluding the story of Davy Crock- 
ett. When he went on to become 
a famed cartoonist for the 
movies and then television, he 
determined to bring back to the 
country through the new media 
the adventurous and patriotic 
stories of early American heroes. 


The resurrection has been a 
devastating success. Departing 
from his cartoon characters, 
Disney produced for “Disney- 
land,” his hour-long television 
show, a series of realistic, action- 
filled episodes about Crockett 
that pleased everyone from 
Grandpa to the baby on his knee. 
When Davy perished at the Bat- 
tle of the Alamo, in accord with 
history, the public outcry was 
so anguished that Disney hastily 
perfected plans for Crockett en- 
cores on television and an- 
nounced that a full-length 
motion picture of Davy would be 
released to theaters in June.

ings of the theme song followed 

Davy’s appearance on televi- 
sion. First to hit the market was 
a Cadence Record by Bill Hayes. 
With a four-week’s head start, 
this recording still leads all 
Others, with total sales of about 
a million and a half. Next is 
Fess Parker's recording for Col- 
umbia Records, and coming up 
fast behind Parker, who plays 
Crockett, is a late-starter named 
Tennessee Ernie Ford. There are 
no fewer than 24 commercial re- 
cordings of the Ballad of Davy 
Crockett, with total sales multi- 
plying so fast that the Disney of- 
fice in Burbank cannot keep up 
with the figures. 


In addition, Disney’s Wonder- 
land Music Co. has shipped more 
than 350,000 copies of sheet mu- 
sic of the ballad to jobbers and 
retail outlets throughout the 
country, with no returns. Dis- 
ney also has licensed to date 
39 companies from coast to coast 
to use the Davy Crockett name 
on commercial products, includ- 
ing toy pistols, dolls, coonskin 
caps, comics, games, guitars, 
tents, lunch boxes, pajamas, 
belts, shirts, jackets, boots, and 
pencil boxes. 


The theme song soared to the 
top of the hit parade, and disc 
jockeys rode it night and day. 
Fan mail was dumped into the 
Disney office by the ton. The 
nation’s schools were jolted to 
their foundations by the Davy 
Crockett craze, and teachers 
learned history doesn't always 
have to be taught—that it can 
be virtually seized and devoured 
by saga-loving pupils when visu- 
ally presented. 

In many class rooms pupils 
were given copies of the 18 
Crockett verses for recitation. At 
the new Marquez school in Cali- 
fornia's Pacific Palisades one 
class was assigned verses for

HE folksy mountaineer words 
T of “Davy Crockett, King of 

the Wild Frontier,” were 
written by Tom Blackburn, a 
Disney television writer, and the 
music was composed by George 
Bruns, who also under con- 
tract to Disney. pre- 
viously had written Western fic- 
tion and radio and TV scripts, 
but this was his first attempt at 
song verses. He has written 
three books, two of which were 
made into movies. Born in 
Raton, N.M., and raised in’ Colo- 
rado, Blackburn has been here 
only one year. 


Bruns was born and reared 
in the heavy forests of Oregon, 
where his father ran a sawmill. 
He’s been a member of the Dis- 
ney organization only two years. 
Working together, Bruns and 
Blackburn have produced as 
catchy a folklore ballad as ever 
swept the nation, red-blooded 
and rugged, tuneful and heroic, 
and as ungrammatical as it is 
patriotic. 


To carry out the motif of 
frontiersman strength, Disney 
selected a male cast of six- 
footers. He spotted Fess Parker 
playing a minor part in a movie 
thriller called “Them,” decided 
Parker looked and talked like 
Davy Crockett, and signed him 
to a contract—Disney's first 
adult to be put under long-term 
pact. The film was shot in au- 
thentic background in Tennes- 
see. Backwoods sequences uti- 
lized the Great Smoky Moun- 

, where Crockett. once 
fog the Creek Indians. For 
he film, 200 Cherokees played 
whooping, savage Creeks in the 
Indian baftle scenes. Action is 
the keynote from start to finish. 

Disney has hit paydirt in 
American folklore that marks 
only the beginning of a long 
run. Other early American 
soldiers and frontiersmen will 
be portrayed in coming Disney 
attractions. 

“I grew up on recollections of 
my family’s experiences as set- 
tlers in frontier territories,” 
Disney said. “Those accounts 
sounded much more real, far 
more colorful than textbook his- 
tory. Years later, while produc- 
ing folk tales on movie celluloid 
from all over the world, my 
attention was drawn again to

picturization. We finally decided 
to leave the tall tales and 
familiar figures and concentrate 
on the lesser known men who 
contributed to America’s growth. 
We by-passed the badmen and 
outlaws. 

“Davy Crockett was an early 
choice. Bear-killer, Indian fight- 
er, Congressman and Alamo 
hero, his life reflected in many 
ways the American character. As 
time goes on we plan to tell 
about John Colter, the first 
white man to explore the Jack- 
son's Hole country, a real Yel- 
lowstone pioneer; and Mike 
Fink, a rough, tough riverman 
of the Ohio and Mississippi. 

“In adapting stories like these 
out of history, we seldom take 
license. We don’t have to. The 
facts are stirring enough, and 
speak for themselves.” 

If the facts are stirring, so 
are the voices of the assorted 
Davy Crocketts on whirling 
records throughout the land. 
One of the most resonant is that 
of Tennessee Ernie Ford, whose 
name is on the lips of countless 
thousands of schoolchildren, and 
who perhaps more than any 
other singer of the ballad re- 
sembles Davy Crockett in man- 
ner, spirit and habits.

IKE Crockett, Ernie Ford was 

born on a mountain top in 

Tennessee, or at least near a 
mountain top; his mother, 
Maude, was born in Hawkins 
county there, where Crockett was 
born. Ernie worked with his 
father, Thomas Clarence, on the 
farm and learned to love the soil 
and woods. He also learned to 
shoot and hunt, becoming an ex- 
pert marksman. His love of the 
land is such that, although he is 
now on a Hollywood treadmill 
with an NBC-TV five-day-a-week 
show and a similar CBS-radio 
show, plus recordings for Capitol 
Records and guest appearances 
at famous hotels, Ernie recently 
bought a sizable ranch in North- 
ern California whieh he longs 
to settle on permanently. 

With antecedents that go back 
to early American times, Tennes- 
see Ernie himself is a product 
of frontier Americana, homey, 
earthy, folksy in manner and 
speech, witty, as was Crockett, 
and natural in everything he 
does. He loves his country and

has a touch of deep religious 
fervor; typically he closes his 
television show with a hymn, 
after eulogizing someone. On a 
recent show he composed a short 
but touching eulogy to Albert 
Einstein. 

He calls himself a “Black 
Dutchman,” being swarthy in 
complexion despite his Hollander 
forefathers, and he wears a trim 
little moustache, whereas the 
fair - complexioned .Crockett 
sported only long sideburns. He's 
a six-footer, powerfully built but 
quick of action, and quick-think- 
ing as well. When a co-worker 
on his television show missed a 
cue, Ernie pleased his fans by 
cracking: 

“If yore going to deal to me, 
boy, you're got to shuffle fast.”

At breakfast with a 
friend, immediately after one of 
his television shows, he spoke 
with rapture of the 540-acre 
farm he and his wife, Betty, 
found north of Sacramento. 


“When I first saw Northern

here.’ ”’ 

He met his wife in 1942 while 
he was in the Air Force, sta- 
tioned part of the time in Cali- 
fornia. Betty was working as a 
secretary in a trainer hangar, 
and in true girl-shy mountainer 
tradition, it took Ernie three 
months to date Betty four times, 
but he did win her. They have 
two children, Jeff Buckner 
(Buck), 5, and Brion, 2%. 

Tennessee Ernie wants his 
boys to grow up, as he did, on 
a farm, and he told me frankly 
that his goal is eventually to re- 
tire from the air waves and re- 
cordings as quickly as he can af- 
ford to do so, in order to be with 
his. family—on that ranch up 


north. He’s sold on the wide 
open spaces for the bealthy and 
bountiful life. As a kid, he re- 


calls, he did all kinds of chorés 
on his parents’ farm—churnin’ 
and washin’ and choppin’' wood, 
among other things. When he 
was 17 years old the farm life 
ended, as his parents moved to 
Bristol. There his father took 
a job in a postoffice, as a rural 
route carrier.

group which they called the 
“Cornfield Canaries,” meeting at 
each others’ homes. There were 
fiddlers, and banjoists and gui- 
tarists, eight in all, and the rest 
were plain singers, including Pop 
Ford and Ernie, both of whom 
sang bass. 

This was mountain folk music, 
and sometimes the “Cornfield 
Canaries” would use old hymn 
books yellowed with age, in which 
appeared shape notes for ease of 
reading. The Canaries went to 
town with hymns such as “Bab- 
ylon Is Falling” and “O Bear Me 
Away on Your Snowy Wings.” 
Nostalgia for these early - day 
hymns led to Ernie’s concluding 
hymns on his television show, 
and much of his fan mail comes 
from fellow-lovers of “back- 
home” sacred songs. 

“Maybe I’ve always been a 
ham in a way,” Ernie says now, 
self-deprecatingly, “but I’ve al- 
ways loved to sing.” 

During the stint at the Bris- 
tol radio station he began taking 
private singing lessons. Later he 
studied voice at the Cincinnati 
Conservatory of Music. From 
1939 to 1941 he was an announc- 
er for stations in Atlanta and 
Knoxville. When World War II 
broke out, he enlisted in the Air 
Corps and flew heavy bombers 
as a navigator, later instructing 
for two years. After his dis- 
charge he became a hillbilly disc 
jockey in Pasadena, and there 
met Cliffie Stone, one of the vet- 
erans of western music. Before 
long Ernie had joined Stone's 
troupe on the air, and from then

performer, Capitol Record artist 
and radio star.

IS records became top sellers 

long before the Ballad of 

Davy Crockett. Among his 
more spectacular successes were 
“Mule Train” and “Shotgun 
Boogie,” the latter becoming a 
favorite of Queen Elizabeth. Be- 
fore long, he asked Cliffie Stone 
to be his business manager. Clif- 
fie allowed as how he had never 
been a business manager. “Well, 


we're even,’ said Tennessee 
Ernie, “I've never had one be- 
fore.” That brief conversation 


has been their only contract, and 
they get along fine. 


Although Ernie has a schedule 
that: would floor a less hardy 
man, he doesn’t think it com- 
pares to the labor he did on the 
farm. As a result, he says, his 
weight keeps climbing, forcing 
him to diet. “I'd go out and 
work it off on the farm,” he ex- 
plains. “Now I’ve got the same 
appetite but don't do that kind 
of work.” 

He likes people, and he wants 
people to be interested in him, 
if they are,.as a person and not 
as a television or radio per- 
former. He seems genuinely 
pleased when a family drives a 
thousand miles or so to shake 
his hand outside the broadcast- 
ing studio, and he’s flattered and 
happy about the flow of fan mail 
he’s getting—much of which he 
takes time to answer personally. 

Tennessee like the 
other recording artists, is riding 
the crest of the rebirth of Davy 
Crockett. It seems probable that, 
like Davy, the “great western 
march” has “just begun” across 
the airwaves and in the record 
shops of the land Davy helped 
to make prosperous, for the kids, 
who have already nailed down 
promises from their parents for 
coonskin caps come crisp weath- 
er next fall, keep singing and 
playing—

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OST fathers really want 
be good fathers. Many 
them are making a failure of 


the job at the same time that. 
they really believe they are 
making a success of it.

There are e mistakes 
that fathers are likely to make 
with the best of intention. 


The first is to believe that’ 
the best thing they can do for 
the children is make a lot of 
money. Even though this 
being away from home, gi 
the children no time or’ atten- 
tion, they think that the fine 
house, the expensive school, the. 
new automobile that they can. 
thus provide, are what the 

need. ey need a

The second mistake is made” 
by fathers who. try to be pals - 
with their children. They are 


so determined to enter inte , 
the child’s life and make him 
feel their interest that they 


IF THEY SUCCEED more or 
less in living at the child's level, 
they merely interfere with his 
normal process of growing up. 
The father’s job is to help the 
youngsters more and more grow 
into the adult world. Dad should 
sympathize with what the boys 
and girls are doing, show an in- 
terest in everything and encour- 
age them, but not try to be one 
of them. He belongs to a dif- 
ferent generation. 

The third well-intentioned 
mistake is seen when the father 
is not a father at all but merely 
a second mother. He prides him- 
self on the fact that he can and 
will do everything for the grow- 
ing children that the mother can 
do. The other side of this 1s that 
as far as the children can see, 
father doesn’t do anything for 
them except what mother does 
and probably does better. He is 
merely another housekeeper and 
nurse.

Of course, every father 
should’ give a good deal of

influence that his children 
need from him is particularly 
that of a father and not of an 
imitation or substitute mother.

ing, nearly everyone eats 

eggs, but hardly anyone 
knows much about them. Year 
in and year out, the egg remains 
the mainstay of the American 
breakfast, despite the fact there 
is no television show devoted to 
the egg, no box tops and no 
premiums. 


Hens lay them at the rate of 
about 55 billion a year in‘the 
United States and we eat them 
at the average rate of about 400 
eggs per person, which means 
that in a city the size of St. 
Louis it takes more than a mil- 
lion eggs a day to keep egg 
lovers happy. 


Only a small per cent of the 
eggs which come into St. Louis 
wind up on the breakfast table, 
however. Last year the total 
number of eggs received here 
by the large dealers came to 
1,141,185 cases. There are 30 
dozen to a case, which brings 
the total to 410,926,600, which is 
quite an omelet. And that takes 
in only the large companies 
whose eggs are graded under 
the Department of Agriculture 
program, 


The town is full of small deal- 
ers who have long bought and 
sold eggs without grading them, 
which has made it just about im- 
possible to tell how many million 
eggs have been coming into St. 
Louis every year. But egg men 
agree that St. Louis is one of the 
biggest egg centers in. he country 
west of New York. 


The egg is a versatile article 
of food. In fact, it seems to lean 
over backwards to try to be ac- 
commodating. It can be fried, 
boiled, baked, scrambled, 
poached, coddled or eaten raw, 
and such is the diversity of the 
national taste that it gets all 
these treatments and still others. 
People can sit for hours and dis- 
cuss how they like their eggs 
cooked, and even those who like 
them fried may disagree as to 
whether the yolk shorld be hard 
or ‘soft. As the country boy 
said, “When I see that yaller 
a-running, you'll see me a-run- 
nin’ too,”

the language. For instance, “two 
on a raft” is poached eggs on 
toast, and “wreck ‘em” is scram- 


- bled. “In and out” means soft 


boiled and “two with the eyes 
closed” is fried over. “Adam and 
Eve on a raft” is ham and eggs 
on toast and “pig in the mud” 
is a bacon omelet. 


An egg is composed, roughly, 
of three main parts, the shell, 
the white and the yolk. The 
shell is composed largely of cal- 
cium carbonate, is thin, some- 
what porous, and easily broken. 
A popular fallacy among Ameri- 
can housewives is that eggs of 
different color have’ different 
flavor. So far science has been 
unable to find any relationship 
between color and flavor, but it 
doesn’t make any difference to 
the housewife. She still wants 
white or brown, depending on 
which she thinks tastes better. 

The white of an egg is not of 
even consistency as most people 
think. It consists of an outer, 
thin white; a middle, thicker 
white and an inner, thin white, 
which is next to the yolk. The 
white is almost pure albumen. 
The yolk is, or should be, in the 
center of the egg, and it con- 
tains the protein, fat, iron, a 
little carbohydrate and vitamins 
A and B, Raw eggs are easier 
to digest than cooked eggs, and 
by the same token lightly cooked 
eggs are easier to digest than 
those cooked a long time. The 
longer an egg is cooked the 
tougher it gets, and this applies 
to all methods of cooking. 

Anyone who has ever broken 
an egg has doubtless wondered 
about the grayish cord-like sub* 
stance in the white. It is merely 
the chalaza which runs through 
the white from both ends of the 
egg and is attached to the yolk, 
and its purpose is to anchor the 
yolk in place. 

The best way to tell a fresh 
egg, outside of candling it, which 
few housewives are equipped to

do, is to break it. Then hold the 
plate up and look at it from the 
side. A grade AA egg, which is 
tops, will not spread far. The 
white is thick, sticks close to the 
yolk, and the middle thick part 
of the white will stand up almost 
as high as the yolk. The lower 
the grade of the egg, the more 
watery the white becomes and it 
spreads all over the plate when 
it is broken. Also the yolk gets 
flatter. In a grade C egg, the 
yolk is quite flat, enlarged and 
breaks very easily. 


Most of the eggs you get for 
breakfast come from farmers in 
the St. Louis area, who have 
flocks of chickens ranging from 
a hundred to a thousand. Unlike 
the old days, when farmers used 
to stack the egg crates on the 
back porch until they thought 
they had enough to merit a trip 
to town, they now send them in 
two and three times a week. 


If the eggs didn’t sit around 
on the back porch in other days, 
they sat around the country 
store. It’s only been 10 or 15 
years since the egg was an object 
of barter between the farmer's 
wife and the country-store own- 
er. She took the eggs into the 
store and traded them for what 
she needed. The store owner 
had no interest in them as eggs, 
because, after all, everyone in 
his trade territory had all the 
eggs he wanted. So he stacked 
them up until a man from the 
produce company came around 
and hauled them away. Quite 
often they would be pretty ad- 
vanced in age.

OT only that, but in the old 

days egg production was on a 

seasonal basis, because the hen 
operated that way. She did most 
of her laying from April to June, 
when there would be a surplus. 
The surplus went into cold stor- 
age and sometimes stayed there 
for months. But thanks to the 
combined efforts of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the big 
egg dealers, many changes have

more frequently to market. The 
incentive—graded eggs and a 
higher price for better eggs. As 
a result, the cold storage egg is 
almost a thing of the past, ex- 
cept for those the government 
buys. 

Through education of the 
farmer the egg-laying capacity 
of the average hen has been in- 
creased from 70 to 200 eggs per 
hen per year. They have im- 
proved selection of the breed, 
and they have learned how to 
feed hens to get maximum pro- 
duction. They are now working 
on what they call the egg’s 1.Q. 
This has nothing to do with the 
hen’s intelligence. It means “in- 
terior quality.” 


Eggs that weren't put into cold 
storage were dried. Egg people 
are quick to point out, however, 
that eggs are still being dried 
but that today’s dried egg is a 
far superior product to that 
which stirred the ire of the G.I.s 
during World War II. They 
hadn't learned a lot about egg 
drying in those days, and they 
sometimes turned out pretty bad. 


They were so bad; in fact, that 
after the war the government 
tried giving them away to 
schools and institutions, In time 
even they refused them. All but 
a school in a little town in Kan- 
sas which sent for a barrel every 
week. Government researchers 
became interested, and conc!lud- 
ed that here was a school that 
had learned how to prepare 
them palatably. So they wrote 
and asked how they cooked 
them. The school principal wrote 
back and said they weren't eat- 
ing the eggs. They made the 
best sweeping compound to be 
found on the market. 

One of the most widespread 
delusions among housewives, and 
one which has long filled the egg 
dealer with dismay, centers “the 
egg man,” the farmer who comes 
in every two or three weeks with 
eggs “right off the farm.” 

“Where,” the egg dealers ask, 
“do they think ours come from?” 
Furthermore, they point out,

The Egg and You 


48 hours after they come from 
the country. 

The egg man, on the other 
hand, has been selling, for the 
most part, unclassified eggs. How- 
ever, under new state laws regu- 
lating the sale of eggs, the coun- 
try egg man, the same as the 
city supermarket, will be re- 
quired to candle and grade his 
eggs, and sell them accordingly. 

Also, if he has a roadside sign 
in front of his farm house de- 
claring that he has fresh eggs 
to sell, the sign must also state 
in large letters the size and 
grade. 
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EDERAL grading of eggs is 
F done by the United States 

Department of Agriculture. 
On the ninth floor of the Federal 
Building is an office presided 
over by Arthur Miller, himself 
a former egg dealer of many 
years’ experience. This program, 
he explains, is purely voluntary. 
No one has to have his eggs 
graded by the government, but 
the advantages are many. The 
farmer is paid according to 
the grade of his eggs, and the 
better they are the higher the 
price. 


The dealer gets a better price 
for eggs that have been graded 
for freshness, size and 1.Q. un- 
der strict government super- 
vision, and the housewife can 
tell by the government seal not 
only whether the eggs are grade 
AA, grade A, or grade B, but 
she can also tell how fresh they 
are because the date is stamped 
on the government seal. 

Most of the large egg dealers 
in St. Louis are under Miller's 
supervision. This means that 
there is a government grader on 
duty all the time while the eggs 
are being candled, and that Mil- 
ler or one of his two assistants 
will make regular inspections to 
spot check on the checker. 
They're strict. 

The Missourl egg laws also 
are strict. They require that all 
eggs have to be sold according 
to. grade and size. Cartons and 
advertising must state grade 
and size. 

Until earlier this week eggs 
could be sold in Missouri under 
grades AA, A, B, C and unclassi- 
fied A new law, however, 
signed by Gov Donnelly Thurs- 
day, removes the unclassified 
eggs from the market, and hence- 
forth all eggs must be at least 
C grade. 

Egg candling Is something of 
an art. They've introduced some 
new scientific gadgets, such as 
electronic egg graders used at 
Chester B. Franz Co., which au- 
tomatically sort out eggs accord- 
ing to size and send them to 
candlers through different 
chutes, but nothing has ever 
been able to take the place of a 
candler, 
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OST candlers are girls now- 
Macess. They stand in a dark- 

ened area, crates of eggs in 
front of them, and a bright 
beam of light coming from a 
small projector. They pick up 
four eggs at a time, two in each 
hand. It takes two to four years 
to acquire top skill and speed as 
a candler. A good one can can- 
dle some five and a half cases 
an hour, or 1980 eggs. 


She puts the eggs in various 
cartons according to grade and 
size. An automatic machine 
closes the carton and puts on 
the government stamp and the 
eggs go right back to the cooler. 


Keeping eggs cool is the big 
secret of fresh eggs. It only 
takes about three days in a warm 
spot for an egg to start becom- 
ing unfresh. Egg distributors 
urge the farmers to gather eggs 
three times a day, the reason 
being that one hen lays an egg 
in a nest, gives a cackle and the 
power of suggestion leads an- 
other hen to the nest and so on, 
thus keeping the eggs warm all 
day. 

Science is looking in on this 
situation also. There is now 
being introduced a combination 
nest and cooler. It is a unit com- 
bining eight to 12 nests. The 
hen walks into a nest, lays an 
egg, and the egg rolls down a 
chute into a cooling compart- 
ment. There is space for several 
egg crates, and when the farmer 
gets around to it he merely 
transfers the eggs to the crates 
where they are kept at proper 
temperature until picked up. 

What becomes of all the eggs 
that come into St. Louis that 
don’t go to the breakfast table 
here? They go to the egg-break- 
ing companies. There are five

large concerns in St. Louls which 
do nothing but break and pack 
eggs. Hundreds of thousands. of 
them every day. 
* *« * 

HERE are two ways to break 
T cees. mechanically and by 

hand. At the Phenix Foods 
Co., a division of Kraft, they use 
mechanical egg breakers. The 
eggs are placed on a moving belt, 
six deep. They move into the ma- 
chine which picks up a row of 
six eggs and, well, the next 
thing you know the yolk and the 
white have been separated and 
going down separate chutes into 
large stainless steel containers, 
and the shells have disappeared 
by some magic process. Last 
year, just to give you an idea, 
they broke 77,400,000 eggs or 
$2,500,000 worth. 

At the Frigid Foods Co. they 
break eggs by hand. Girls stand 
shoulder to shoulder on both 
sides of a long belt which car- 
ries the eggs. In front of each 
girl is a breaking bar and a 
hinged metal cup with a hole in 
the bottom. She picks up 4n 
egg, cracks it on the bar, lifts 
it high with both hands and the 
egg drops with the yolk landing 
in the center of the cup, which 
is just the size of an egg yolk. 
The white flows over the sides 
and through the hole into a 
larger cup. With a flick of the 
wrist the girl dumps the yolk 
into still another cup. It may 
sound slow, but it isn’t. An ex- 
pert works so fast you can hard- 
ly follow the motion of her 
hands. 

The question most people ask 
is, “Why do you break them?” 
The reason is that large users 
of eggs use them by the ton, 
and they want them broken. 
Where do they go? A lot of 
them go to companies like Kraft 
Food Products, which uses them 
in mayonnaise, salad dressings 
and other such things. A lot 
more go to the egg driers, from 
where they find their way to 
the market as dried eggs for 
cooking, and in such products as 
cake mixes and pancake flour. 
Tons of them wind up in egg 
noodles, and more tons of them 
are used by big soup makers. 

These eggs are all candled, 
incidentally, to be sure they're 
fresh. Extra precautions are 
taken by the breakers, who 
smell every cupful before they 
add them to big containers, and 
finally they are whiffed by an 
expert egg smeller with a 
trained nose who sniffs every 
container of 100 eggs. If there 
is one egg in the lot which is 
even a little off-color, she can 
tell it. . 

The only complaint egg deal- 
ers have nowadays is that they’re 
still more or less at the mercy 
of the hen, and hens can be ca- 
pricious. But they're working 
on that. Many large egg pro- 
ducers are adopting what is 
known as the cage-egg system. 
The hens, long lines of them, 
spend their days in individual 
cages where they do nothing but 
produce their egg a day. 

Careful records are kept on 
each hen’s production. She has 
to produce 17 out of every 30 
—— she doesn't: stewed

BERLIN, April 30 (AP) — A 
brown wooden fence runs down 
Wilthelmstrasse in the Soviet 
sector of Berlin. It’s just high 
enough to discourage climbers; 
low enough to be more a symbol 
than a safeguard. 

Behind the fence lies the tomb 
of Adolf Hitler’s Third Reich. 
Here, a wasteland in the heart 
of the city, are the ruins of the 
Reichschancellory and the empty 
underground buriker where 10 
years ago Nazi Germany gasped 
its last official breath. 

The existence of this vacant 
ground, bigger than Yankee Sta- 
dium, is no accident. Real estate 
comes at a premium in this 
teeming city. The Russians lev- 
eled the Reichschancellory on 
April 30, 1945, and they leave 
its rubble as a durable re- 
minder. 

No One Crosses Lot. 


No one is allowed to walk 
across the condemned lot. The 
roof of the bunker where Hitler 
and Eva Braun, his mistress of 
years and bride of two days, are 
presumed to have perished is 
ripped off. Bared are the 30 little 
cells where the Fuehrer’s en- 
tourage awaited doom. 

So long as the Soviets have 
anything to say about it, the 
bunker will never be a German 
shrine. They want it left as a 
symbolic warning against future 
aggression. 

Germans ordinarily love anni- | 
versaries, but this month there | 
was no pageantry, no harking | 
back to yesterday. | 

There ‘was no observation 
April 20, when Hitler would have 
been 66 years old. Nor was there 
any observance: of today, which 
marked 10 years since the time 
Red armies stormed into the 
chancellory and dealt the final 
blow to the Reich that had 
boasted of lasting a thousand 
years but lasted only 12. 


Left 22,000,000 Dead. 


The rubble on Wilhelmstrasse 
is only one reminder to Ger- 
mans of the former paperhanger 
who started a war which left 
22,000,000 dead and 34,000,000 
wounded. Hitler’s legacy to his 
own land included 2,100,000 
dead and (7,500,000 wounded | 
and missing among military per- | 


sonnel alone. 
It also included: 

The most sweeping de- 
struction ever suffered by a 
civilized nation. | 

A divided land, one-third of 
which is still held in the iron | 
grip of Communism, and a di- | 
vided capital living off a dole. 

International indictment for 
atrocities which blackened the 


many by such sons as Goethe, 
Beethoven, Kant, Carl Schurz 
and Einstein. 

All that Adolf Hitler be- 
queathed his people was hatred. 
Even the pompous master looter 
Hermann Goering did better 
than that. Reichsmarshall Goer- 
ing, in a letter written before 
his suicide in Nuernberg jail, 
urged Germans to be patient 
with the occupation powers be- 
cause, he declared, they would 
soon fall out and the Germans 
would be the victors.

A dozen survivors of the bizarre |

His valet, his personal guard, 
Hitler Jugend troop leader Ar- 
thur Axmann, all have testified 
that Eva Braun swallowed cya- 
nide, that Hitler shot himself 
through the mouth, and that 
though the head was covered by 
a blanket, the gray-trousered, 
black-booted body that was 
burned in a final, barbaric cere- 
mony in the garden was that of 
the Fuehrer. They contend that 
propaganda master Paul Joseph 
Goebbels never would have 
killed his wife, six children and 
himself unless Hitler himself 
were dead. 

The Russians have never said 
one word about what they found 
at the bunker. They treat Hit- 
ler’s end as they treat the fall 
of the Czar and his family, in 
nameless, unmarked ignominy. 

Nonetheless, 10 years later 
Communist propaganda finds it- 
self unable to get across its 
points without using Hitler's 
name. Worriedly, nervously and } 
stridently the east rips out such 
imprecations as “Hitler fascists,” 
“unregenerated Nazis” in assail- 
ing the West. 


Russians Remember. 


To Russia, the body of Hitler 
may be dust but the spirit re- 
mains. And the Nazi spirit is 
still fresh and raw to a land 
which counted up to 12 to 15 
million dead, which trembled 
under the guns of Von Brauch- 
itsch’s artillery, might have per- 
ished .save for the snows of 
Stalingrad and the mistakes of 
a corporal who refused to learn 
from Napoleon.

ROCKFORD, Iil., April 30 
(UP)—A man who has been 
drilling in one spot for six years 
said taday he still has hopes of 
finding oil.

He had a hand in the defec- 
tion of Otto John, West German 
security chief, last July. As soon 
as West Germany ratified the 
Paris treaties for sovereignty 
and rearmament, Wollweber 
went into action again and 521 
more “agents” landed in jail. 

In West Berlin, the police ad- 


standing next to them is a Woll- 
weber agent. 

Wollweber isn’t much better 
known in the East than in the 
West. He sits at Volksksammer 
meetings (parliament), never 
glances to right or left. During 
econo y miembers gather for in- 
ormal chats, but never approach 
him unless he comes toward 
them. In his own tight little 
circle he drinks rum neat, habit 
from his early navy days. 

He is separated from a Nor- 
wegian woman he married in 
Copenhagen during his exile 
from the Nazi reich, and is never 
seen in female company.

TO STOP SEIZURE 
‘OF REMITTANCES 


Promises That Relatives 
May Keep Money Sent 
' to Them by Overseas 


Chinese. 


HONGKONG, April 30 (UP)— 
Red China is assuring overseas 
Chinese that money they send 
home will land in the right 


pockets. 

Premier Chou En-lai issued a 
proclamation recently that illu- 
minated both the past and 
future. 

He condemned officials who 
“have failed to grasp the signifi- 
cance of the government's policy 
of protecting overseas Chinese’s 
remittances.” 

Chou said some officials have 
extorted the funds from the 
families receiving them, simply 
failing to deliver the money, or | 
in some cases, preventing the 
families from spending the 
money as they desired. 


without fail, Chou decreed. 

The admission that remit- | 
tances often failed to get into 
the hands of the intended re- 
recipient merely confirmed | 
what so many Chinese abroad | 


This suspicion was so deep 
that remittances to the main-/| 
land have fallen off sharply in | 
the past three years. And it is | 
a tradition with the Chinese to | 
send funds home to their rela- | 
tives. | 
No nationality is more -rooted | 
to its home soil than the/| 
Chinese. For them to be buried | 
in China is a must; and to keep 
the family land, they go to great | 
efforts to keep the homestead 
supplied with money. 

But through letters containing | 
veiled hints and from -persons | 
emerging from Red China, word 
seeped out that usually the rela- 
tives never got the money. | 

Hunting for foreign exchange, 
the Communists apparently have | 
decided drastic measures must 
be taken to pump new blood 
into the remittance pipeline. 

Admit and Repent. 

The best way, the Reds appar- | 
ently felt, was to admit past sins | 
and to promise a change in the | 
future. | 

The proclamation, directed to 
the more than 12,000,000 over- 
seas Chinese as much as to the 
officials who must mend their 
ways, went on to Say: 

No delay of payment or in- | 
vestigation under any excuses of | 
overseas Chinese’s remittances | 
shall be practiced. No person or | 
public body shall be allowed to 
borrow money by means of forte 
or pressure from dependents of 
overseas Chinese. Cases of de- 
liberate embezzlement, theft or 
extortion of remittances shall be 
dealt with according to law.” 

Chou further said that “de- 
pendents of overseas Chinese 
enjoy full freedom to spend 
their remittances on weddings, 
funerals and other living ex- 
penses.

Ranchers and farmers are tak- | 
ing to modern air conditioning 
with the speed of a greased pig 
at a county fair. 

According to a survey con- 
ducted by the Air Conditioning 
and Refrigeration Institute, of 
Washington, D.C., the greatest 
demand for the new equipment 
last year was in the West North 
Central farm region of the 
United States.

rade:

| agent, reported that “there are 
| several hundred rural dwellers 
|in Brazoria county alone who) 


| have at least a one-room unit.” 


The same story came from 
| Miss Nettie Smith, another home 
|demonstration agent. She said 
|in every rural area there is ‘a| 
| mounting interest in air con- 
ditioning. | 

Air conditioning is becoming | 
a “must” with owners of farm | 
greenhouses. With air condition- 
|ing, the temperature in these | 
| buildings can be kept even at | 
| al] times. | 

For instance, air conditioning | 
| has enabled one farm couple to 
‘raise orchids along with vege-| 
tables. 
| Experiments with  tomato| 
plants resulted in establishing 
80 degree Fahrenheit as being 
the optimum temperature for 
seed germination. Common prac- 
tice has been to transplant to- 
mato seedlings when they are 
4 to 6 inches high. Air condi- 
tioning allows a growth of three 
feet before transplanting, the 
experts say. 

Altogether, air conditioning {s 
allowing United States farmers 
to grow bigger crops faster— 
and with greater comfort.

The size of air-conditioning 
machinery is generally rated in 
“tons of refrigeration.” A ton \e 
of refrigeration is equal to the 
"amount of eooling that could be 
produced by melting one ton of 
ice in 24 hours. This is equiva- 
lent to removing heat at the 
rate of 12,000 Btu per hour. 
(Btu is an abbreviation of the 
term “British Thermal Unit” 
and represents the quantity of 
heat required to raise the tem- 
perature of one pound of water 
one degree Fahrenheit.) 


The average small house can 
be comfortably cooled with cen- 
tral air-conditioning units of 
two or three-ton capacity. A 
two-ton unit can extract 24,000 
Btu per hour—a three-ton unit 
can extract 36,000 Btu per hour. 

A larger house may require a 
five-ton unit. This means that 
this machine can remove 60,000 
Btu out of the house each hour. 

Because it will generally re- 
quire one horsepower of elec- 
tric motor capacity per ton of 
refrigeration, you will some- 
times hear the size of air-con- 
ditioning equipment referred to 
in terms of horsepower. But the 
two are not synoOnomus and 
should not be considered so. 

The size of the air-conditioner 
—the number of tons refriger- 
ating capacity—which is used in 
your house will depend upon 
the amount of “heat load” which 
your house imposes on it. This 
means the amount of heat which 
your house permits to get inside 
it from the outside as well as 
how much heat may be gener- 
ated inside the house itself by 
the number of persons living in 
it as well as those functions of 
living which are heat creating, 
such as cooking, bathing, wash- 
ing, etc.

used at all, and none has to be 
paid for as part of the cost of 
air-conditioning.

Careful checks are being kept | 
by research engineers of the air- | 
conditioning industry in all four | 
methods of “cooling the cooler.” |

tions. Actually, residential units 
heed not be sized as large, pro- 
portionately, as those used in 
commercial installations. 

Cooling systems used in res- 
taurants, stores, offices, etc., 
must be sized for concentrated 
and instantaneous “internal heat 
gain.” This means those sources 
of heat generated within the 
structure. 

Inasmuch as each person is 
a heat generator within himself, 
it can easily be seen that when 
e large number of persons 
gather together—such as in a 
store or restaurant—they will 
produce a lot of heat. This heat, 
added to that already present in 
the summer air, will create a 
considerable heat load for the 
summer air conditioning ma- 
chinery to handle. 

When a large group of per- 
sons gathers together within a 
short length of time—as in a 
restaurant during a noon lunch 
hour—this “instantaneous heat | 
gain” requires an air cooling 
machine with much greater cool- 
ing capacity than would be nec- 
essary to cool the same restau- 
rant during the “off” or “slow” 
hours of the day. 

Fortunately for the home 
owner it is not usually the 
custom to have a large group 
gather in his house at regular 
periods each day. The average 
family of three to five will not 
produce as much “internal heat 
gain” as will 20, 30 or 50. So 
the residential air conditioning 
system designer doesn't have to 
worry about “large peak in- 
ternal loads” when calculating 
for a residential system. 

For a residence, the greatest 
heat. producing factor may be 
the sun shining down on it. But, 
even the sun is kind to the home 
owner who wants to enjoy air 
conditioning. As the day prog- 
resses, the heat gain influence 
of the sun will move across the 
house as the sun makes its daily 
Journey from east to west. 

In the morning, the rooms on 
thé eastern side of the house 
will be subjected to the great- 
est amount of sun heat. In the 
afternoon, the western rooms 
will get it. But, in addition, in 
most sections of the nation the 
temperature of the outside air 
will rise as the day progresses 
due to the heat it receives from 
the sun. Thus, the peak heat 
gain for a residence will gen- 
erally occur late in the day, 
normally around 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon due to the 
combination of heat produced by 
the sun shining on the house 
and the higher temperature of 
the outdoor air that surrounds it. 

Heat gains caused by the sun 
ard outdoor air are termed “ex- 

nal” gains by the air condi- 
tioning engineer. Because these 
are external gains, there will 
occur a lapse of several hours 
before the temperatures inside 
the house will rise to equal the 
higher temperature outside the 
house. This is due to the fact 
that the mass of the structure 
itself, together with its furnish- 
ings, must first absorb the heat 
before beginning to transmit it 
directly to the inside air. 

That is why in a non-condi- 
fioned home the inside tempera- 
ture will be warmer in the early 
evening than the outside tem- 
perature. The house structure 
and furnishings are then trans- 
mitting to the air in the house 
heat which was absorbed from 
the sun and outside air during 
the few hours of peak tempera- 
ture in the afternoon. 

By midnight, the inside house 
temperatures will have started 
to descend as the mass of the 
structure finally dissipates the 
heat which it has stored up. 

By using this same “storage” 
or “absorbing” capacity of the 
structure for cooling, air con- 
ditioning engineers make it 
possible for the house to with- 
stand the high temperature on- 
‘Blaught of the sun and outside 
air, It also makes it possible 
to use smaller size equipment 
which means less installation 
and operation expenses for the 
dome owner. During the night-
